Washington, January 17.—(Special.)—The 
house committee on judiciary reported fa- 
vorably today upon the bill creating a new 
circuit judge for the fifth judicia) circuit. 
This insurés the passage of the bill by the 
house. The bill has already passed the sen- 
ate, so there is now no practical question 
of the creation of the new judgeship. 

This act on the part of the house has 
opened up gossip concérning possible can- 
didates, and there is a strong chance of 
a large number of aspirants. Already four 
gentlemen have put thmeselves in the at- 
titude of being active candidates. Three 
of these are from Atlanta. They are: 

Colonel John’ T. Glenn, Judge H. B. 
Tompkins and Judge W. R. Hammond. 

Judge Tompkins is here looking over the 
field. Colonel Glenn seems to have the 
strongest backing from republican sources, 
and is regarded here as the most likely 
candidate.

- (Ray’s Immunes To Come Home. 
The Third regiment of United States vol- 


untters, Ray’s immunes, is to be brought 
back from Cuba within the next thirty days, 
and fresh troops are to be sent to take 
their plact.

mand, both at the white house and at the 
war department. 


White Soldiers Will Guard. 


Congressman Bartlett secured from Adju- 
tant General Corbin today the promise that 
the white soldiers now stationed at Macon 
will be kept there until after the muster 
out of the colored regiment. This is done 
for the purpose of better preserving or- 
der. 

Senator Clay and Judge Maddox have se- 
cured the discharge from Colonel Ray’s 
regiment of Robert C. McCrary, of Rome, 
who is discharged for the reason that he is 
badly needed at home, where his father 
was recently paralyzed. 


Peace Treaty Not Assured. 


A number of the democratic senators who 
@re opposed to the ratification of the treaty 
held a conference today and discussed the 

status of the senate situation. 

An effort was made to get all the demo- 
cratic members into a caucus on the ques- 
tion, but several of them declined to make 
@ political question of it, and would consent 
to nothing more than a conference and in- 
terchange of ideas. These senators took the 
position that on matters not political they 
ought to act solely with the idea of repre- 
senting their own beliefs and the wishes of 
their constituents, and they said they were 
convinced their constituents favored prompt 
ratification of the treaty. 

The count of noses made by the oppo- 
nents of ratification indicate that were the 
vote taken today it would be very close, 
and perhaps one or two votés may turn the 
scale one way or the other. The only pos- 
sible result of unfavorable action at this 
time will be to delay matters until March, 
for the president has said that if the treaty 
is not ratified at this session, he will call 
the senate into special session as early as 
the 10th of March.

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Says Three Commandments Have Been 
Broken Already. 


DECLARES ANOTHER WILL BE BROKEN 


All This Is Done, He Says, in Order 
To Obtain a Few Islands in 
the Pacific. 


‘Denver, Col., January 17.—Colonel William 
Jennings Bryan made two public speeches 
in Denver today, both of which were lis- 
tened to by audiences only limited by the 
capacity of the auditorium. 

The first was at 2 o’clock in the hall of 
the house of representatives, to which only 
the fortunate ones who held tickets were 
admitted. The other was at 8 o’clock at 
Coliseum hall, the largest hall in the city, 
in which thousands struggled for stand- 
ing room, while other thousands turned 
away disappointed in not even getting a 
glimpse of the great silver champion. 

In his address before the legislature Mr. 
Bryan devoted most of his time to a discus- 
sion of the duties of legislators and other 
public officers whom he designated servants, 
not masters, of the people. After this ad- 
dress Mr. and Mrs. Bryan repaired to the 
residence of Governor Thomas, where they 
were entertained at dinner, to which half 
a dozen of the leading democrats of the 
state, including ex-Governors Grant and 
Adams and a number of ladies were guests. 

The crowd which greeted Mr. Bryan at 
Coliseum hall tonight began gathering at 
4 o’clock, four hours before the time set for 
the meeting. At 8 o’cleck, when Hon. 
Milton Smith, chairman of the state central 
committee, called for order, there were 
5,000 people in the hail and as many more 
on the outside pressing for admission. 

Governor Charles Thomas was presented 
as chairman of the meeting and in an eulo- 
gistic speech he introduced Colonel Bryan, 
who was received with prolonged applause. 

Mr. Bryan spoke in part as follows: 


Mr. Bryan’s Address. 

“The Bible tells us that Ahab, the king, 
mented the vineyard of Naboth and — 
sorely grieved because the owner eres 
refused to part with the inheritance of his 
fathers. Tinen followed a plot and faise 
charges were preferred against Naboth to 
furnish an excuse for getting rid of him. . 

“ “Thou shalt not covet,” ‘thou shalt not 
ear false witness,’ ‘thou shalt not kill’ — 
three commandments broken, and still a 
fourth: ‘hou shalt not steal,’ to be broken 
in order to get a little piece of grotnd. 
And what was the result? When the king 
went forth to take possession, Elfjah, that 
brave old prophet of the early days, met 
him and pronounced against him the sen- 
tence of the Almighty: ‘In the place where 
the dogs licked the blood of aboth shall 
dogs lick thy blood, even thine. 

“Neither his own exalted position nor the 
lowly station of his victim could save him 
from the avenging hand of outraged jus- 
tice. His case was tried in a court where 
neither wealth nor rank nor power can 
shield the transgressor. 

Wars of conquest have their origin in 
covetousness and the history of the hu- 
man race has been written in characters 
of blood because rulers have looked with 
longing eyes upon the lands of others. 
“Covetousness is prone to seek the aid of 

sfalse pretense to carry out its plan, but 
what it cannot secure by persuasion it 
takes by the sword. 

“Senutor Teller’s amendment to the in- 

tervention resolutions saved the Cubans 
from the covetousness of those who are so 
anxious to secure possession of the island 
that they are willing to deny the truth of 
the declaration, of Our own congress that 
‘the people of Cuba are and of right ought 
to free.’ ”’ 
Mr. Bryan then proceeded to apply the 
story of Naboth to the Philippine question 
and argued that a war of conquest would 
be wrong in principle, as well as expensive. 
and as harmful to the people of the United 
states as to the Filipinos. He spoke at con- 
siderable length and concluded as follows: 

Imperialism might expand the- nation’s 
territory, but it would contract the na- 
tion’s purpose. It is not a step forward 
toward a broader destiny; it is a step 
backward toward the narrow views of 
kings and emperors. 

“Dr. Taylor has aptly expressed it in his 
‘Creed of the Flag’ when he asks: 

‘* ‘Shall we turn to thé old world again, 
With the penitent prodigal’s cry?’ 


Not @ Wayward Son. 


‘“T answer, never! This republic is not a 
Wayward son; it has not spent its su 
stance in = living! It is not ready to 
retrace its steps and, with shamed face and 
trembling voice, solicit an humble place 
among the servants of royalty. It has not 
sinned against heaven, and God grant that 
the crowned theads of Burope may never 
have occasion to kill the fatted calf to com- 
memoratée its return from reliance upon 
the will of the. people to dependence upon 
the authority which flows from regal] birth 
or superior force. 
We cannot afford to enter upon a colo- 
nial policy. The theory upon which a 
government is built is a matter of vital 
importance. The national idea has a con- 
trolling influence upon the thought and 
character of the people. Our national 
idea is self-government, and unless we 
are ready to abandon that idea forever 
we cannot ignore it in dealing with the

Democrats and Factions Will Stand by 
Thelt Candidates, 


NEMOCRATS UNITED BN. JENKS 


Anti-Quay Crowd Determined Not To, 


Allow His Election and Keep Their 
Pledge—Senator Magee Is 
Regarded as an Impor- 
tant Factor. 


Harrisburg, Pa., January 17.—The end of 
the first day’s fight in the battle for United 
States senator leaves the result very much 
in doubt. .It is Senater Quay against the 
field, and the indications are that there will 
be a deadlock lasting some days at least. 
The republicans are divided between Mr. 
Quay and eight ‘favorite sons,’’ and the 
democrats are united on George A. Jenks. 

The senate and house voted separately 
this afternoon, and will take a ballot to- 
morrow in joint session. There was no 
election today, and should the ballot show 
no election tomorrow the ballotting will 
continue daily until a selection is made. 

Senator Quay’s total strength in both 
houses was 112 votes, sixteen less than the 
number necessary to elect on joint ballot, 
assuming that the full membership of 254 
is present, a condition that does not seem 
possible, as there are several on the sick 
list now. 

The chief events of the day were the

balloting for United 8 
delay in cabinet appointments of the new 
governor. The custom is to send the cabi- 
net nominations to the senate at a meeting 
of that body within a few hours after the 
governor takes ls seat. There was doubt 
as to how Governor Stone’s appointments 
would be received, and they did not reach 
the senate until after that body had ad- 
journed for the day. : 

The result of the vote for United States 
senator was no surprise to those familiar 
with the situation. It was conceded thst 
there would be no election today, and mt 
many people think there will be one tomer- 
row. The first ballot shows that there is 
practically no break in the line in etther 
of the republican factions. 

The fifty-one republican senators andrep- 
resentatives who have signed the second 
anti-Quay pledge voted as they propised. 
Representative Clinton Rogers Woodnff, of 
Philadelphia, who is opposed to Snator 
Quay, but declines to act with his oppon- 
ents, voted for Prebident Oharles E Rice, 
of the superior court. This makes fifty 
votes which the anti-Quay leades claim 
Senator Quay cannot get while heis a can- 
didate. 

The essence of the situation & that so 
long as the anti-Quay republicans are 
united and the democrats vote for Jenks, 
Senator Quay cannot be re-elected. His 
friends are confident, however, that he will 
steadily gain vetes after tomorrow, while 
the leaders of the other side are just as 
confident that he has reached the high- 
water mark. Governor Stone is the sena- 
tor’s friend and is aiding him in hig cam- 
paign. The senator is on the ground man- 
aging ihis canvass and expects to stay dur- 
ing the early stages of the centest. 

The anti-Quay republican senators and 
members have agreed to meet daily until 
the fight is settled. They are divided on 
Congressmen Dalzell and Stone and other 
indepenedent republicans. Their leaders say 
it is too early to concentrate on one candi- 
date against Senator Quay. There does not 
seem to be any prospect of a combination 
between the anti-Quay republicans and the 
democrats on the senatorship. 

Although not a single vote was cast in 
either house for Senator Chris Magee, of 
Pittsburg, he is regarded as a most im- 
protant factor in the votes. He has for 
years been opposed to Senator Quay’s con- 
trol of the state, but he declined to stay 
away from the republican caucug of which 
he was made the nominee and voted for 
him today. 

Many of Senator Magee’s friends, in 
both factions, are predicting that their fa- 
vorite wi, be chosen to succeed Senator 
Quay, in the event of it being demonstrated 
that the latter cannot win.

Dublin, January 17, Judging from the re- 
sults already known at midnight, the Irish 
elections today have been remarkable for 
the. success of the laborers and the waning 
power of Parnellism. The new feature is 
that women were allowed to vote for the 
first time. 

In Dublin the representation of labor has 
been quadrupled while the Parnellites have 
secured lHttle more than half their former 


strength, although owing to internal dissen- 


sions in John Redmond’s party, it is rather 
difficult to give an accurate estimate. 

Mr. Redmond himself has been elected for 
ene ward, but he did not hear the poll, and 
therefore misses the aldermanship. Tim- 
othy Harringtog, a member of parliament, 
is in the same boat, having been topped 
by a new laborite. 

In Cork the Parnellites have done better, 
but they have failed to retain their former 
ascendancy, having now only a majority of 
one over the Dillonites, while the laborites 
have secured nine seats. 

However, wherever the issue was between 
a Parnellite and an anti-Parnellite and the 
question was squarely fought, the Parnell- 


ites were victoricus.

Chairman Turner stated at the session last 
Monday that his committee had communi- 
cated with all the banks of the city, asking 
for bids on the deposit, and that only two 
of them had agreed to pay a rate of interest 
and give security for the deposit. 

The resolution was adopted by the unan- 
imous vote of council, and now only awaits 
the signature of the mayor to become a

which the Fourth National and Lowry 
Banking Company agree to pay interest at

It will be seen that while the aver- 
age daily deposit of the city treasurer under 
the new o-dinance will only be-ahout $5,000, 
the deposit in the Lowry Banking Company 
and Fourth National bank will probably 
average for each $70,000 daily. 

It is the difference in the deposits that 
the new ordinance calls for. that the new 
city treasurer objects to, for the reason 
as stated by his friends, that his position 
will be one only in name, and that the dis- 
posal of the city’s money ig taken from him. 

Pressure Is Being Brought. 

The friends of Mr. Peeples called on May- 
or Woodward in numbers yesterday after- 
noon and urged him not to sign the ordi- 
nance which they said discriminated against 
the city treasurer. Vice President W. L. 
Peel, of fhe Maddox-Rucker Banking Com- 
pany, was one of the most prominent call- 
ers upon the mayor and several minutes 
was spent by them in consultation upon the 
new ordinance. 

Mayor Woodward decided nothing yester- 
day, preferring to heaf from all sides before 
acting on the ordinance.

Last October our cashier, Mr. Thomas 
Ji Peeples, made the race for city treas- 
urer, and was elected by an overwhelm- 
ing majority. The city’s money has been 
in the hands of the Lowry Banking 
Company for fourteen years, and that 
bank has repeatedly refused to allow the 
city any interest whatever on its de- 
posits, but last year agreed to lend the 
city money at a low rate of interest. 

When we received the note of Chair- 
man Turner a few days ago asking for 
bids on the deposit, and at what rate of 
interest we would lend the city money, 
;we remembered the result of other com- 
munications to the city banks on the 
same line, and, when we ourselves, with 
others, offered to pay interest on the 
city’s deposit, the offer was declined 
upon the decision of the city attorney 
that to remove the city’s funds would 
vitiate the treasurer’s bond; so, we de- 
cided, in consideration of the city’s de- 
posits, to lend the city any amount of 
money it might need to berrow without 
charging any interest whatever, and this 
is the proposition we made to the finance 
committee in reply to Dr. Turner’s com- 
munication. This was the best proposi- 
tion that. the depository of the city 


treasurer had éver made to the city of 
Atlanta, and “we believed it equitable. | 


Our proposition was not read before the 
council at its meeting Monday, but the 
Lowry Banking Company and the 
Fourth National bank, 
the chairman of the finance committee, 


Dr, J. D. Turner, is interested, and is ° 


a director, made an offer of 2 per cent 
for the city’s money. 

We made the fight for the city’s ac- 
count openly and fairly and won, be- 
lieving that it would be conducted dur- 
ing Mr. Peeples’s administration as it 
had been in the past, the treasurer nam- 
ing his own bank as the depository. 

If the city council wishes to recognize 
this last effort, which is contrary to the 
expressed will of the people at the polls, 
the object of which is apparent to all,we 
will, of course, submit, and regret that 
the council has seen fit to accept a prop- 
osition now which it declined before the 
late treasurer was defeated. 

Should such be the final action, there 
will be nothing left but for Mr. Peeples 
to resign, and another election ordered 
for a treasurer who would be willing to 
furnish a $200,000 bond for the privilege 
of handling $5,000.

Alderman Turner Talks. 

Alderman Turner, chairman of the finance 
committee, was seen last night, and he 
stated that his committee had given all the 
banks of the city the same privilege and 
that only two of them, as he had stated tn 
council, would agree to pay any rate of in- 
terest. He said: 


The committee, in asking the banks 
for their figures on the deposit:of the 
city, was only following the law as it is 
set down in an ordinance, which has 
been in force I believe since 1895. This 
ordinance plainly requires the finance 
committee to dispose of the city’s funds 
at the best rate of interest obtainable 
and we proceeded in the committes room 
with that ordinance in mind. All the 
banks of the city had an equal chance 
for the. deposit with the two that agreed 
to give interest. 


What the City Attorney Says. 

Judge James A. Anderson, the city attor- 
ney, expressed the opinion that if the city 
treasurer resigned, as it is known that he 
will do should the ordinance become a law, 
the bond of the treasurer would in no- 
wise be vitiated, and that council would 
be called upon to select a successor to Mr. 
Peeples. Judge Anderson said: 


The difference between the propost- 
tion made before by the banks and the 
proposition made in the past few days 
by them was that in the former case, 
the banks offered neither security nor 
interest, as I remember it, and I advised 
then that the deposit be left in the 
fhands of the city treasurer, who did 
give security for the funds in hie hands. 
The ordinance passed by council Mon- 
day, I think, requires that security be 
given for the deposit to be divided be- 
tween two banks, and I do not think 
the money will be turned over to them 
until the security is given. 

It is possible, I should think, in case 
the ordinance become a law, that the 
bond of the city treasurer will be re- 
duced to some extent, since he would’ 
have only a limited portion of the de- 
posit in his hands.

Washington, January 17.—The president 
today anhounced to the cabinet shortly af- 
ter it assembled for its regular Tuesday 
session that he ha@ decided to order a 
courtmartial to try Commissary General 
Eagan for the abusive and violent lan- 
guage he had used respecting Major Gen- 
era] Miles, while e witness stand be- 
fore the war inyestigating mission last 
Thursday. _ 

Ever since the sensational event the pres- 
ident has been carefully deliberafing over 
the matter and has had frequent consulta- 
tions with army officers and others regard- 
ing the steps that should be taken, for he 
was convinced at the outset that the ques- 
tion for consideration was what action 
_should be taken, and not whether any dis- 
ciplinary measures at all should be had. 
A determination to take some action was 
vigorously expressed at the last cabinet 
meeting, but the president reserved final 
decision. 

Today just before the c.binet session ha 
held a conference with the secretary of 
war and Adjutant Genera] Cofbin. It was 
not long in duration, but the action to fol- 
low General Eagan's utterances was decid- 
- ed and when the cabinet met the president 
announced that he had reached his decision 
in the matter. He said he had determined 
that there was only one course to adopt 
and that was to order a courtmartial to be 
convened at once to try General Eagan. 

Cabinet Approves It. 

The decision, which was reached only this 
morning, notwithstanding reports that a 
courtmartial had been decided gn yester- 
day, met the unanimous approval of the 
members of the cabinet. Three of the pres- 
ident’s official advisers—Secretary Alger, 
Secretary Wilson and Postmaster General 
Emory Smith—were absent, but in each in- 
stance their views are known to coincide 
thoroughly with those of the president. 

The details of the action were left to the 
secretary of war, who had withdrawn just 
prior to the session to return to the war 
department to put in motion the machinery 
for the convening of the court. 

While it was not definitely stated after 
the cabinet meeting what specifications 
would be made against Genera) Eagan, it 
is understood that the specific charge on 
which he will be tried will be conduct yn- 
becoming an officer and a gentleman. 

The personne] of the court was not taken 
up, that phase of the action being held to 
be not a cabinet matter, but one that rest- 
ed between the president and the secretary 
of war General Wesley R Merritt, form- 
er commander-in-chief of the Philippines, 
has Leen mentioned as likely to preside 
over the court, and a cabinet official said@ 
today he would not be surprised at General 
Merritt's designation. 

-Court Personnel Not Announced. 
Contrary to general expectations, no an- 

nouncement of the personnel of the court 
Was made at the war department up to the 
close of business this afternoon. Adjutant 
General Corbin at the last moment, in re- 
ply to a question, said that he had noth- 
ing whatever to make public touching the 
Hagan case, 
_ Secretary Alger was absent from the war 
department all of the afternoon and just 
before the close telephoned that he would 
mot return to his office during the day. 
He spent the morning at the white house 
and leaving there just before the cabinet 
convened, went to his house with Adju- 
tant General Corbin and remained there. 
It was supposed that he was perhaps ar- 
ranging some of the details of the court, 
Lut this was only on guess. The secretary 
is going to New York at midnight, so that 
unless he acts upon this matter before his 
departure there may be a delay until his 
return. : 

The fact that Secretary Alger was not 
present at the cabinet meeting was seized 
at once as a sign of trouble in the cabinet 
an@ soon the usual rumor of dissessions 
and an intention on the part of the secre- 
tary to resign was afioat. There was no

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In the absence of the announcement of 
the detail for the courtmartial there was @ 
g00d deal of speculation as to its composi- 
tion. The general practice is for a majori- 
ty of the court to consist of the peers or 
Svrperiors in rank of the defendant. This 
would make the task of selecting a court 
a hard one, because it is not easy to find 
a sufficient number of general officers rank- 
ing with a brigadier general to make up a 
desirable quota. But latitude is permitted 
the appointing authority in such gelections, 
asthe ninth article of war reads: 

“No officer shall, when it can be avoided, 
be tried by officers inferior in rank.”’ 


Few:Generals Available. 
It will be noticed that the phrase, “‘if it

If the court shall find General Eagan 
guilty, even with extenuating circum- 
stances, they must attach this sentence, 
and the only hope for the officer would b2 
in the exercise of clemency by the presi- 
dent, perhaps upon the court’s recommen- 
dation. 

Just prior to the cabinet meeting General 
Miles made a rather unusual! call upon two 
of the members of the cabinet—Secretaries 
Hay and Long. He had just returned to 
the city from New York and when spoken 
to with reference to the Eagan case ad- 
hered to his offginal declaration that this 
was not a time for him to act, if at all, 
leaving the implication that if the commis- 
sion 4id not act, or the administration, it 
would then be time for him to take some 
step. 

The commissary general was on duty as 
usual at his office and business apparently 
going along in thé usual way, although it 
was noticed that there were more callers 
upon Genera) Eagan, of the official class, 
namely, officers of his own corps, than {is 
usually the case. Prior to the cabinet 
meeting he said that he was prepared to 
accept loyally whatever action the presi- 
dent might decide to take. 

Secretary Alger tonight confirmed the an- 
nouncement made by members of the cab- 
inet today that a courtmartia] for the trial 
of Commissary General Eagan would be 
ordered. He made this statement as he was 
leaving the white house with Adjutant 
General Corbin, after a conference of half 
an hour with the president. 

As to the charges to be preferred against 
the commissary general, the secretary. de- 
clined to say anything, nor would he talk 
respecting the personnel of the court, add- 
ing that this would be announced tomorrow 
night about 9 o’clock. ‘ 

General Eagan has not yet been relieved 
of his duties in anticipation of his pros- 
pective trial, but it is understood that the 
order for his arrest preparatory to trial 
will of itself carry with it his relief from 
official duties. It was said at the war de- 
partment today that the order for arrest 
may be served*on General Eagan by an 
officer of the army some time during the 
official day tomorrow. This, then, will 
enable him to make formal application for 
the privilege of going by their limits in 
which he ordinarily would be confined and 
permit him to eome to. the! department: or 
to go to any other place to which he may 
find it necessary. 


EAGAN’S REVISED STATEMENT. 


All the Objectionable Features Have 
Been Eliminated. 

Washington, January 17.—The war inves- 
tigating commission today made public the 
amended statement filed by Commissary 
General Eagan yesterday. The commission 
permitted the representatives of the press 
to read the statement, and it was formally 
announced to the newspaper men that Gen- 
eral Eagan had eliminated all objectionable 
statements, and therefore the document 
would be accepted officially by the commis- 
Sion as evidence. 

As already stated, the charges made by 
General Eagan in the document are mainly 
in the line of excision, yet the phraseology 
has been altered frequently. He refers to 
General Miles as the “senior major gen- 
eral, Nelson A. Miles,”’ and while keeping 
strictly within the line of propriety, in the 
judgment of the commission in a negative 
manner, at least, he resents any assump- 
tion of General Miles’s superiority, and 
asserts that he is as good, as old and as 
experienced a soldier as Genera] Miles. It 
is believed that so far as the commission is 
concerned the incident is now closed. 

Another witness was heard today in the 
person of Colonel Gibson, the distribution 
agent of the national relief commission at 
Santiago. He testified that he carried sup- 
plies to the sick there on the Resolute. He 
had had great difficulty in landing these 
supplies, owing to the confusion. General 
Shafter had refused him assistance, and it 
was with great difficulty that he was able 
to hire horses. He succeeded in this finally, 
and with the assistance of General Wheeler, 
the supplies were carried inland.:; :

Appointed Librarian of Congress by 
President McKinley in 1897. 
His Work. | , 


Washington, January 17.—John Russell 
Young, librarian ofthe congressiona] H- 
brary, died at his residence here at 9:40 this 
morning after an filness of several weeks. 

Mr. Young was at the point of death 
nearly al] yesterday. This morning it was 
evident that the end was close. There 
were with him at his death Mrs. Young, 
Berkley Young, his son; Dr. Freer, his phy~- 
sician, and Ralph J, Meeker, one of the old 
newspaper friends of the librarian. 

Dr. Freer, the attending physician, made 
a brief written statement that death was 
due to ‘‘acute Bright’s disease with com- 
Plications, overwork and too much brain 


work.” 

John Russell Young -had a notable ca- 
reer as a journalist, diplomatist, public of- 
ficial and the intimate associate of distin- 
guished public men. He was born in Down- 
ing, Chester county, Pennsylvania, Novem- 
ber 28, 1841. The family moved to Philadel- 
phia and he was educated in the public 
schools of that city. Later he went to 
New Orleans, where an uncle lived, and con- 
tinued his school] work in the New Orleans 
high school. Returning to Pennsylvania, 
he secured a place on The Philadelphia 
Press in 1857 as copy boy, and from this 
dated his newspaper work. 


Describes Bull Run Fight. 
When John W. Forney came to Washing- 


senate, he brought along Young, who,by 
that time had become a fluent writer. While 
acting as Colonel Forney’s private secre- 
tary, Mr. Young continued his writings on 
The Philadelphia Press and it was by his 
description of the first battle of Bull Run 
that he won his spurs as a graphic war 
correspondent. 

On returning from the seat of war he be- 
came managing editor of The Philadelphia 
Press, which he resigned in 185 to start 
The Morning Post, which, however, was not 
A success. 

He had contributed to The New York 
Tribune, and his pleasing style attracted 
the attention of Horace Greely, with the 
result that in 1866 Young became manag- 
ing editor of the paper with which Greely 
had been so long associated. At that time 
Young was only twenty-five years of age. 
His leisure time he devoted to study of 
the Jaw, and in 1867 was admitted to the 
bar in New York city. In 1870 he again 
tried the establishment of a newspaper of 
his own, this time The Standard. 

About this time, however, Secretary 
Boutwell, who was at the head of the 
treasury department in President Grant’s 
cabinet, induced Young to go abroad to look 
into financial affairs. While abroad 6n 
this mission the awful .days of, the 
Paris commune occurred, and Mr. Young's 
account of the rise and fall of the com- 
mune and of the stirring days through 
which the French eapital passed is regarded 
as one of the best examples of English de- 
scriptive writing. In 1872 he became the 
European representative of The New 
York Heralh. 

Around the World with Grant. 

In 1877 General Grant started upon his 
memorable trip around the world, and on 
his invitation Mr. Young joined the party. 
This made for him two years almost a 
member of the family of the general, and a 
warm friendship sprang up between them. 
After the return Mr. Young wrote ‘Around 
tue World with General Grant.” 

During this trip Mr. Young was espe- 
cially interested in China, to which coun- 
try President Arthur sent him in 1882 as 
United States minister. He remained in 
China until the openfng of the first Cleve- 
‘1and administration, .when he returned to 
this country and engaged in literary and 
business pursuits. 

When the new library of congress was 
completed attention was directed to the 
choice of a librarian embodying Hterary 
ability and executive management, and 
President McKinley named Mr. Young on 
July 1, 1897. He entered upon his duties 
while the library was still in the cramped 
.qQuarters at the capitol, and saw it expand 
into the classic temple of the arts and lit- 
erature which it now occupies. It is said 
that his time has been spent in part on @ 


Lccontribution to literature which he had 


hoped to. complete as the chief literary 
achievement of his life. 

The funeral will be held Saturday morn- 
ing at 11 o’clock at St. John’s Episcopal 
church in thig city. The service will be ren- 
dered by Rev. Alex MacKay-Smith. The 
interment will be in Washington, and will 
be private.

Company Declares It Is Not Making 
a Campaign Against the Nica- 
ragua Canal. 


Washington, January 17.—The new Pana- 
ma canal company was given a hearing to- 
day before the house committee on com- 
merce, in reference to its project for an 
inter-oceanic canal. The hearings was in 
according with a recent determination of 
the committee to Kear all persons concerned 
in an isthmian canal, including the Panama 
as well as the Nicaragua projects. 

The Panama delegation included General 
Henry L. Abbott, United States corps of 
engineers, retired; Louis Chorron, chief en- 
gineer of the company; Mr. Bayard, com- 
mercial representative, and Messrs. Crom- 
well, Curtis and Brown, as well as a num- 
ber of technical experts of the company. 

In the opening statement Mr. Cromwell 
summed up the Panama project as follows: 

“As nearly one-half of the work of ex- 
cavation is actually completed, the har- 
bors at the terminal are naturdl, open and 
free to entry by vessels of the largest draft, 
there is an existing railroad parallel to the 
canal and vastly expediting the work of 
construction, the concessions, titles and 
solvency of the company are unquestion- 
able. Over 3,000 men, with a force of over 
150 engineers, have been for four years and 
are now actually engaged in the canal work. 
The United States had by treaty with 
Colombia entered into special guaranties 
respecting a canal across the isthmus of 
Panama, and as all this work has been 
done, and will be completed without the 
cost of a penny to the people of the United 
States, we have a right to assume that the 
Panama canal is necessary, if not the con- 
trolling factor in the isthmian canal 
problem.’’ 

The Panama canal treaty assured a neutral 
canal for the warships and commerce of 
the world, with special directions for the 
interests of the United States. He particu- 
larly denied that the new company was un- 
der the control of the French government, 
or was influenced by any American railway 
interests. The company was not applying 
to any government for money, and ip par- 
ticular was not seeking any financial as- 
sistance from the United Statés, although | 
being conducted under an American treaty, 
the company placed its work subject to the 
full inspection of the United States au- 
thorities. 

Mr. Hepburn and Mr. Mann pressed for a 
showing of how the finances would be raised 
to carry out the project. Mr. Mann sug- 
gested that the only purpose seemed to be 
to head off the Nicaragua canal. In reply 
to Mr. Stewart, Mr. Cromwell said. the 
Panama enterprise would be carried -out 
without reference to the Nicaragua route. 
Mr. Mann sought to show by a series of 
questions: that t mpany’s $100,000,000. as- 
sets had cost it ‘but $13,000,000 and an agree- 
ment relating to contingent profits.

This was disavowed by the com- 
pany’s representatives, who said*they were 
making no campaign against the Nicaragua 
canal, but were confining their efforts to 
thowing that the Panama route was the 
best one, and that it would be built through 
the new Panama company without re- 
course to government aid,

IS WAITING ON THE SENATE. 
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SENOR SAGASTA WILL CONVOKE 
THE CORTES WHEN IT ACTS. 


Queen Regent Will Allow ‘Cortes To 
Ratify Treaty, She Not Desiring 
the Entire Responsibility. 


Madrid, January 17.—The premier, Senor 
Sagasta, in an interview this afternoon 
declared that he only waited the United 
States senate’s ratification of the peace 
treaty to convoke the cortes. It appears 
that the queen regent drew attention to the 
clause in the peace treaty providing that, 
while it should be signed by President Mc- 
Kinley and ratified by the United. States 
senate, on the Spanish side it should only 
be signed by the queen regent, leaving out 
its ratification by the cortes. Her majesty 
thereupon informed the premier that it was 
her real pleasure that the treaty should be 
ratified by the cortes, as she was not justi- 
fied in signing it alone and thereby incurring 
the consequences of its effect upon public 
feeling. 

At the cabinet council treaty Senor Puig- 
ceiver, minister of finance, expressed a de- 
sire to resign his portfolia, but he ulti- 
mately yielded to the persuasion of Senor 
Sagasta. 

No date has yet been fixed for the meeting 
of the cortes, but it will probably come 
together two days after the ratification of 
the treaty by the United States senate. The 
foreign minister emphatically denied that 
Great Britain had sent a note to Spain re- 
garding the interpretation of the treaty of 
VUtriecht and Gibraltar.

BRIDGES CASE UP: 


IN FLOYD COURT 


Suit Against the Ex-Schoel Commissien- 
er’s Bondsmen Is Qn. 


THE SHORTAGE; IS WANTED 


Accused Will Be Arraignei for Trial 
on Indictments Next Week. 


HE HAS BEEN CONVICTED ONCE 


County Claims That It Has Lost 
$4,500 by the Defendant, Who 
Was a Minister. 


Rome, Ga., January _17.—(Special.)—The 
January term of Floyd superior court be- 
gan yesterday morning, and the civil docket 
was taken up. 

The case of Moseley vs. Bridges is now 
on trial. This is civil suit instituted by 
Captain Moseley in behalf of the board of 
education to recover from ex-County School 
Commissioner W. M. Bridges and his 
bondsmen the sum of Bridges’s. shortage. 

This action is in the shape of exceptions 
to Auditor Max Meyerhardt’s report, and 
will probably take several days to decide. 

The criminal cases will come up next 
Monday, and another great legal battle will 
be fought out. In the previous trial Bridges 
was found guilty and sentenced to seven 
years in the penitentiary. An appeal for 
a new trial was successful, 

This is one of the most famous and sensa- 
tional cases in the thistory of Floyd county. 
W. M. Bridges, a Baptist minister, was for 
several years county school commissioner 
in Floyd. 

At an examination of his books and pa- 
pers a shortage was discovered, and every- 
thing was in a very bad shape. The audi- 
tor’s report afterwards showed the gshort- 
age to be in the neighborhood of $4,500. 
Bridges fled from Rome, but was caught 
in Memphis, brought back here and placed 
in jail, but afterwards was released under 
a heavy bond. 

The most startling development was the 
theft of the bill of indictment and many 
paper, vouchers, accounts, etc., pertaining 
to the case from the solicitor general's pri- 
vate office in the eourthnouse. Their spirit- 
ing away and how and by whom accom- 
plished, is a profound mystery to this day. 

The trial and auditor’s investigation nec- 
essarily had to proceed with many copies 
of the papers, and the struggle was long, 
but ended in Bridges’s conviction. 

~At that trial, the courthouse was packed 
every day to its utmost capacity, and when 
Bridges stcod for his sentence, it was one 
of the most thrilling scenes ever enacted in 
the courthouse. 

The case has already cost the county over 
$5,000 and the end is nowhere in sight. Dis- 
tinguished legal talent is engaged in the 
suit, among them being licitor Mose 
Wright, Judge G. A. H. Harris, Fouche & 
Fouche, Judge Joel Branham, Rowell & 
Rowell, Colonel L. A. Dean, Captain C. N. 
Featherstone and others. 

Since his trouble, Bridges has written a 
large volume of poems, which he gold 
among fhis friends. He lives in North 
Rome and takes a prominent part in its 
municipal affairs. He thas two handsome 
grown daughters, a grown son and some 
younger children. Mr. Bridges is about 
fifty years of age now. 


THEY WOULD TAKE PENSIONS. 


PETITION OF CONFEDERATE VET- 
ERANS OF COLUMBUS. 


They Ask Senator Butler Not To With- 
draw but To Press His Bill 
in Congress. 


Columbus, Ga., January 17.—(Special.} 
Certain confederate veterans of Columbas 
have prepared a petition addressed to S@- 
ator Marion Butler, of North Carolina-in- 
dorsing his bill for the nationa] government . 
to pension confederate veterans. [ft is 
claimed that nearly one hundred signatures 
have Leen obtained to the petition.’ The 
majority of the old soldiers here, andprac- 
tically all the better element, are deeply 
opposed to the national governmen pen- 
sions. However, the petition is behg cir- 
culated and is ag follows: 

“State of Georgia, Muscogee Cowmty, Co- 
lumbus, January 11, 1899.—To Hor M. C. 
Butler, United States Senator, Washington, 
D, C. Dear Sir: We notice in tdlay’s At- 
lanta Constitution, on page 3, the following 
announcement: ‘Butler will abandon his 
bill, and will yield to the wishes of the 
confederate veterans.’ Now, we, the un- 
dersigned confederate veterans, hereby 
especially request you not to ajandon your 
bill for the United States to pension the 
eonfederate veterans. Because we are citi- 
zens of this great governmest, were born 
in one of the states composing said govern- 
ment, were Lorn under the stars and 
stripes, and by the blessing ef a kind prov- 
idence we are living under said flag, and 
are now, and have heretofore, done our 
duty to our state and the government un- 
der said flag, and yield to no one a greater 
love for the flag and this government than 
ourselves. 

“It is true that when our state conceived 
that we were deprived of our rights under 
its comstitution, and as proposed to be ad- 
ministered in 1861, by solemn convention 
our state passed the ordinance of secession, 
and the northefn states endeavored to co- 
erce us to remaining in the union in which 
cur constitutional rights had been vivlated, 
and our state and other stctes endeavored 
to form another confederacy, in which we 
might be all on an equality; then an appeal 
to arms was the result, and we as in duty 
bound enlisted under the new confed- 
eracy and fought for what we conceived to 
be constitutional freedom and the inviola- 
ble state’s rights. It was a war between 
the states and not a.rebellion, and as an 
evidence of that fact not a confederate sol- 
dier nor leader could be convicted of trea- 
son, and the union was restored by restor- 
ing the states to their places on an equal 
footing back into the union. 

“Our government, thus reunited, after a 
war between states, presented to the world 
a reunited government with the union as 
inviolable and the perpetuity of state rights 
and constitutions also as inviolable. There- 
fore, when President McKinley, in the hour 
of his welcome to our hearts and thomes, in 
beholding our loyalty to the government, 
he so ably represented our president, as 
well as the president of the other sections 
of this government, announced the hope 
that the time had arrived for the United 
States government to do justice to the dead 
heroes and the living veterans of the sey- 
eral states which fought for what they con- 
ceived to be their constitutional rights un- 
der the secession ordinances of their sgey- 
eral states, our hearts responded in unison 


‘to his sentiment arf one that proclaimed 


him a true patriot, and in ovr innermost 
souls there went up a rejoicing that at last 


God had trained up a man who was not 


afraid to speak the truth and one who did 
not fear to speak his convictions. 
“‘Wherefore we hope you will press your bill 
and hope congress will pass the same, and 
‘by so doing show to the world that we are 
a reunited’ people! We desire this not as 
mendicants for a pension, but in response 
to the grand and patriotic sentiments of our 
president and as voicing the sentiment of 
every true patriot who loves his whole 
country and respects the valor of the dead 
confederate soldiers as a brother of a unit- 
ed country. So we ask you to press yout 
bill to a successful issue, and may God of 
Peace bless you and our whole country. 
Respectfully, Your Fellow Citizens.”

Judge U. §. Court Renders His Rulings 


in the Long Standing Cases. 


FIGURES NOT REDUCED MUCH 


Messrs. Gunby Jordan and J. W. Eng- 
lish Are. Given $49,000 Each. 


SPECIAL MASTER PRACTICALLY SUSTAINED 


Judge Newman’s Final Disposition of 
Matter Is Not Greatly at Variance 
with First Awards Made. 


Columbus, Ga., January 17.—(Special.)— 
Juige Newman today rencered his rulirtgs 
in the fee features of the Eagle and Phenix 
case. In his recent findings, Special Mas- 
ter Peabody recommended ihat the re- 
ceivers of the mills, G. Gunby Jordan and 
J. W. English, be given $50,000 for their 
two years’ service. The finding was ex- 
cepted to by the bordholders. 

Judge Newman ruled that the receivers 
be given $35,000, $17,500 for each year’s ser- 
vice. He also ruled that they get 1 per 
cent on the moneys they furnished the 
mills. 

During the two 
charge they secured, 
credit, nearly $1,000,000, for which they 
were individually responsible. The 1 per 
cent on this, together with the $35,000, will 
make the receivers get about $49,000, prac- 
tically the amount recommended. 

The special master recommended that 
L. F. Garrard get $15,000 for his services 
as attorney in various capacities. Mr. 
Garrard hud asked for $37,500. He except- 
ed to the. master’s jindings on the ground 
that he deserved more. ‘The bondholders 
excepted on the grounds that he was get- 
ting too much. Today Judge Newman over- 
ruled both exceptions and Mr. Garrard 
gets $15,000. 

Judge Newman sustained the finding of 
the special master that the American 
Banking Company, trustee for the bond- 
holders, be given $2,500, but ruled that the 
sum of $1,000 previously paid the trustee 
should. not be counted in this. In the 
cases of Lawyers G. E. Thomas Jr., and 
L. A. Cotton, his honor will hand down 
decisions in a few days.

Allen Belk, a prominent citizen of Lake 
City, this state, was lodged in jail here 
today charged with being implicated in the 
lynching of the negro postmaster, Baker, 
in his town a year ago. 

The postoffice, where Baker and his fam- 
ily lived, was fired by a white mob and 
the inmates shot doww as they fled. Ba-+ 
ker and his baLy were killed and several

Thirteen prominent white men are now 
under indictment for the crime and the case

DR. CALLAWAY LAID TO REST. 


Funeral Services Were Attended by 
College Professors and Students. 

Oxford, Ga., January 17.—(Special.)—The 
interment of the remains of Rev. Morgan 
F. Callaway, D.D., occurred this afternoon 
at Washington, Ga., in the presence of a

Probably the 
hundsumest and most appropriate tribute 
to his memory was the design given by 
the college students, whose interests he so 
zealously labored to advance. Among 
them Dr. Callaway was always known as 
“Wheel,” or “Dr. Wheel,” and in paying 
to him their last tribute of honor they 
selected a ‘wheel at rest’”’ to deck his 
cofiin. This design was a wheel leaning 
to a height of about four feet, beautifully 
made of chrysanthemums and lilies. His 
associates in the faculty gave the model 
of ap open gate wresthed in choice flowers, 
aad the Phi Delta Thetas presented the 
“Rock ef Ages.”

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John Russell Young’s Death. 

John Russell Young, journalist, was 
born at Dowington, Pa., November 20, 
1841. In 1844 his parents removed to 
Philadelphia, and after passing through 
the grammar schools, he was taken to 
New Orleans, and finished his education 
at the high school in that city. He 
commenced his journalistic career at the 
age of sixteen as copy-holder in the of- 
fice of The Philadelphia Press, of which 
journal he soon became a reporter, and 
then news editor. At the opening of 
the civil war he went to the front as a 
war correspondent and wrote the first 
published. account of the battle of Bull 
Run. ‘When The Washington Chroni- 
cle was founded he was made its editor, 
and in 1862 was called to the chief ed- 
itorship of The Philadelphia Press, 
which he conducted with marked ability 
until 1865, when he became associated, 
in a@ literary capacity, with the finan- 
cial enterprises of Jay Cooke. In 1866 
he was made managing editor of the 
New York Tribune, and remained with 
that journal until 1869. After a year 
of western travel he founded The New 
York Standard in 1870, visiting Paris the 
next year and writing for his journal a 
series of brilliant letters on the effects 
of the siege. The Standard did not prove 
a financial success, however, and sus- 
pended publication at the end of two 
years. In 1873 Mr. Young became a 
member of the staff of The New York 


Herald, which he served generally in 


Paris and London in charge of The Her- 
ald’s foreign news system. In 1877 he 
accompanied General Grant in his trip 
around the world, his letters to The 
Herald descriptive of the tour being af- 
terwards published in book form un- 
der the title ‘‘Around the World with 
General Grant.” In 1881 he was appoint- 
ed by President Arthur minister to Chi- 
na, and in this capacity greatly aided in 
preventing war between China and Ja- 
pan. Upon his return to the United 
States, in 1885, he resumed his position 
on The Herald, but resigned in 1891. He 
has been for many years one of the pro- 
prietors of The Philadelphia Star.. He 
was a writer of wide information and 
extraordinary versatility and master of 
a style which is terse, pure and humor- 
ous. He has been the friend and con- 
fidant of many of the most prominent 
men of his time. He was appointed 
librarian of congress by President Cleve- 
land on July 1, 1897. 

He has been twice married, and is the 
father of one child. His second wife, 
a niece of the late Governor Jewell, of 
Connecticut, died in 1883.

Necessity of 


Organization. 

Once more the necessity of an effective 
active commercial organization is 
brought before the people, this time 
through a communication from Mr. 
Clyde L. King, of the King Hardware 
Company, of this city. 

Mr, King, having read the views of 
Mr. J. Frank Beck, feels called upon to 
add his approval to the suggestion that 
the young commercial men of Atlanta 
should organize for the better promotion 
of our varied interests. 

The Constitution can only repeat what 
it has already declared—that the organi- 
zation of’ the young business men of 
this city is a necessity which cannot be 
ignored. 

It is absolutely impossible to take 
care of the business interests of a large 
city without an energetic, never-sleep- 
ing commercial organization which, 
through its committees, as well as 
through its individuals, goes to work 
upon every phase which affects the gen- 
eral welfare. There are matters of 
credit, of receptions, of extensions and of 
every other line general in their nature, 
which require prompt treatment and 
successful evolution. Such work cannot 
be undertaken by private business firms, 
now matter how great their influence or 
varied their ramifications. Their work 
grows scattering, and does not possess 
the cohesive power which can be given 
to it by organization. 

The letter of Mr. King indicates sev- 
eral lines which should receive atten- 
tion, but these lines are by no means 
complete. We’ need an organization 
which will bring to bear the entire force 
of Atlanta, whenever it is needed for the 
accomplishment of any purpose, 

Would it not be well for the chamber 
of commerce, lacking other initiative, 
to authorize a call of the younger busi- 
ness men of ‘Atlanta and thus get them 
started? All their interests are the 
same and they should work together. 


A College Education. | 

iA young man in middle Georgia writes 
us a letter asking advice. His case is 
perhaps ‘not peculiar, though he seems 
to have an idea that he is very unfortu- 
nate. He is ambitious fur a college 
education, and four years ago, when he 
was fifteen, he began to Save money, a 
little at a time, and put it by with this 
end in view. But at the close of the 
old year he became aware of the fact 
that the home place was heavily mort- 
gaged—a tribute to the hard times—and 
would be sacrificed unless a certain sum 
of money could be raised. As it hap- 
pened, the young man’s savings, pieced 
out by such small sum ag his father 
could borrow from a neighbor on the 
score of friendship, amounted to enough 
to take up the mortgage. So, with many 
sighs,as we may well imagine, our 
young friend drew out his little hoard 
and took up the mortgage; and his fath- 
er, in recognition of the sacrifice made, 
proposes at the proper time to give him 
a deed to the homestead. 

‘Nevertheless, the young man jis as 
far from college ag ever. Being of an 
independent mind, he wanted to pay his 
own way, and could have done so, but 
for the maturing of the mortgage. Now, 
he feels bound, in any event, to remain 
on the farm and help his father, who 
has -been sensibly weakened by the 
strain of his financial troubles. After 
setting forth these things, the young 
man asks how is he to secure a good ed- 
ucation, and he closes a very interesting 
letter by inquiring if a college educa- 
tion is really necessary to success in life. 

We will say frankly to our young 
friend that, while a college education is 
not essential to what is roughly called 
success, nevertheless it will impart to 
success a flavor and a satisfaction that 
nothing else can secure. It has been 
the fashion to decry a college course 
as unnecessary and unfruitful; and the 
men who have won success in their va- 
rious callings, in law, literature and 
business, in spite of their lack of college 
education, have been pointed to as ex- 
amples. The argument has been that 
if these men succeeded in life there- 
fore it must be a waste of time to send 
boys to college to spend four of the best 
years of their lives. There is a great 
outcry for what is called “a practical 
education.” The demand is that our 
young men shall learn only what they 
can utilize the moment they get out of 
college or school; that, instead of be- 
coming students, they should enter their 
various forms ag apprentices. 

Well, the whole argument is shallow 
and fallacious. There comes a time 
when the very men who have succeeded 
in life in spite of their lack of a liberal 
education look back upon their various 
careers and perceive how much strong- 
er they would have been, how much bet- 
ter equipped, if they had started out 
with all their faculties grounded in a 
college education. They have achieved 
a liberal education, perhaps, by dint of 
hard study and reading, but how supple 
and strong their faculties would have 
been if they had started out with it! 
How much greater would their success 
have been, and how much keener their 
enjoyment of it! 

We are all for the utilities, for what is 
practical; that is the essence, the sub- 
stance, the end and aim of modern edu- 
cation. Every year a boy remains in 
school is grudged; and, as for the four 
or five years of college life. they are 
supposed by some to be worse than 
thrown away. Our ideals of education 
are thrown down in the mud. Educa- 
tion for its own sake and as its own 
end has been whistled down the wind, 
and a young man who understands a

All the finer 
life are left out of view.

| he is not getting much adviee. Well, he 


will have to read between the lines. A 
practical education can be picked up on 
the street. Education is not absolutely 
necessary to make money; and if suc- 
cess means money making, all a man 
has to do is to cultivate a hard and sor- 
did disposition, shut out of his mind all 
that is worth living for, and contribute 
a dollar and a half a year to some mis- 
sionary fund. 

But our correspondent can get a better 
education in the poorest college in the 
country than he ean provide for himself. 
It may not be the best, but it will lead 
to the best. The talk about self-made 
men is misleading. A man makes him- 
self even in college. If he is going to 
succeed without a college education, 
as so many have succeeded, hig success 
will be greater with one. If circum- 
stances shut him out of college, he can 
still secure a liberal education by read- 
ing constantly and laboriously a dozen 
or more good books. Some of the best 
will seem like task-work tq begin with. 
The simplicity of the English classics 
will not appeal to him unless he is more 
fortunate in his native taste than the 
great majority of young people. Let 
him be not downcast if he find Shake- 
speare hard and dull, or if Milton pall 
on him. He has only to persevere in 
reading them, and presently a light will 
break in upon them and their beauties 
will be more intimate to his mind and 
more precious to his understanding than 
if he had discovered them at once. And 
in after years they will come home to 
his mind and take up their abode there, 
the special] partners of his hopes and as- 
pirations. 

We advise every young man to get a 
college education if he can, and not to 
grudge the time spent in obtaining it. If 
he is to be anything or to achieve any- 
thing, if he have the root of the matter 
in him, every year spent there will give 
him, as it were, an additional pair of 
wings. He will profit not only by the 
discipline of books, but by the charms 
of association, for it ig in and of itself 
an education for a yoing man to meet 
and associate with other young men. 

‘We are merely relating a few com- 
monplaces that are as old as the univer- 
sities in the hope that some aspiring lad 
may profit by them. 


A Creditable Record.

inesgs Organizations. Maladministration 
will wreck any business institution, ad 
the fact that stockholders of some buili- 
ing and loan associations have suffered 
from careless or corrupt administration 
should not, and does not, reflect in the 
slightest degree upon these institutions 
which are under sound, safe, conserva- 
tive and businesslike management. 

The annual statement of the National 
Railway Building and Loan Association 
speaks for itself, as does the report of 
the committee of stockholders, made up 
of well-known citizens from the states 
of Florida and Texas. This committee 
congratulates the officers on the record 
made for the past year, declares that 
the association has no outstanding ob- 
ligations, and that it is in the hands of 
competent and efficient officers. 

The officers of thig association are well 
known business men of Atlanta, and 
they deserve miich credit for the excel- 
lent showing made in the business of 
last year. The company has rapidly 
extended its business into new fields 
and has pushed its way to the front as 
one of the most prominent and popular 
of the national building and loan associa- 
tions of the south. 
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The City Appropriations. 

The action of the general council] in 
adopting the apportionment sheet with- 
out amendment is to be commended. 

‘When the finance committee took up 
the question of apportioning the receipts 
of the city to the different departments, 
it was found that there would not be 
as much money at hand as has been the 
case heretofore, this result being due to 
the adoption of a lower rate of assess- 
ment. It was feared that in the strug- 
gle of various departments to get the 
usual amount of money. which had been 
assigned them, the taxpayer might 
be forgotten by the taking of steps which 
would lead to larger appportionments 
than the receipts of the city would jus- 
tify. 

The city council, however, unanimous- 
ly recognized the fact that the day has 
come when taxes must be reduced, and 
when ends are to be brought together, 
not by an increase of taxation but by a 
reduction of expenditures. There ex- 
ists no reason in the world why a city 
government should be forever commit- 
ted to expenditures undertaken in flush 
times, whether the times which come af- 
ter be flushed or depressed. 

The city should rearrange its business 
every year in keeping with the condi- 
tions of that year. Council committees 
as well as public officers should be equal- 
ly taught that they have no invested 
right in either amounts of appropria- 
tions or in salaries. 

The action of the city council, there- 
fore, in bringing the expenses within the 
receipts, is one which shows that that 
body is alive to the responsibilities 
which rest uponit. An interesting feat- 
ure of the day’s session was the disclo- 
sure of the fact that one of the depart- 
ments turn back into the treasury 
$4,000 in eash? .

Hillyer, Well, Tucker, Pierce, Hay- 
good, Iverson, the Colquitts, Hall, Hill, Bar- 
nett, Grady, Berrien, Johnson, Brown and 
others, but I shall write of only a few. The 
French have designated ten years as the 
intermediate space between the tomb and 
the pantheon, and nearly all of these have 
been dead more than that arbitrary Himit 
when posterity must discriminate between 
those who are to be forgotten and those 
whose memories are to be preserved, 

When a small boy in my native county of 
Lincoln, I was »resent at a session of the 
Superior court over which William H. 
Crawford presided, and at which were 
present such attorneys as Joseph Henry 
Lumpkin, Francis Cone, Robert Toombs 
and Andrew J. Miller. This was in the 
year of the great meteoric display, when 
in common parlance, “the stars fell.’’ At 
subsequent courts Alexander H. Stephens 
attended. The physical man was in marked 
contrast to the intellectual, for there was 
scarcely flesh enough on his bones to cover 
his brilliant genius, Tall, cadaverous, ap- 
parently bloodless, weighing about 100 
pounds, he was capable at the bar, on the 
stump, in legislative halls, of as much work 
as the most athletic and robust. In the 
years 1829-1845. I saw him sev- 
eral times jin Athens. A younger 
brother, whom hg was — educating 
at the college, Linton Stephens, and myself 
were Classmates, members of the same so- 
ciety—the Phi Kappa—and were intimate 
friends. Going one day into Linten’s room 
in the “old college” building, I was intro- 
duced to “Brother Aleck,” who was lying 
on the bed and most unprepossessing, except 
as his eyes shone with unusual lustre. At 
that time he had acquired much reputation 
as a lawyer, legislator and as one of the 
leaders of the whig party, which then in- 
cluded such men ag Berrien, Dougherty, 
Dawson, Chappell, Colquitt, etc. From that 
day until his death, while he was in fed- 
eral and confederate congresses, vice pres- 
ident of the confederacy and governor of 
Georgia, I saw him often, and because of 
my being a Georgian and a college mate 
and friend of Linton’s, he treated me with 
much consideration and kindness. He was 
a ready and able debater, quick at repartee, 
careful in preparation of his speeches, clear 
and logical in the presentation of his ar- 
guments and at times impassioned and elo- 
quent. His articulation was distinct and 
frequently his voice assumed an upward 
and downward intonation, a semi-musical 
swell and fall, acquired probably from 
much speaking in the open air. In the 
house of representatives at Washington, 
where few were listened to, he always 
commanded undivided attention and once, 
during his speech on the a@mission of Ore- 
‘gon as a state into the union, the applause, 
begun on the floor, was taken up by the. 
galleries and continued until it amounted to 
an ovation. During the “war between the 
states’—a phrase which he adopted and 
insisted upon as properly descriptive of the 
contest and antagonistic to the illogical 
and offensive terms, ‘“‘eiyil war’’ and “re- 
bellion’”—while an ardent southerner, com- 
mitte@ heart and soul to our cause, he 
was not in full accord with much of Pres- 
ident Davis’s policy and some times re- 
mained like Achilles in his tent. Conscrip- 
tion and suspension of the habeas corpus 
he regarded as unwise, harsh and unneces- 
sary, and coincided with Govern- 
or Brown in his views as to _ the 
impolicy of such extreme measures. Such 
exercise of central authority was also look- 
ed upon as in disharmony with the funda- 
mental principle of careful limitations on 
which the confederate government was 
founded. 

Tender-hearted as a woman, sympathis- 
ing fully with the habits and wants of the 
masses of the people, he was often in the 
hospitals, visiting the soldiers, and favored 
the liberal granting of furloughs, believing 
that ‘‘the boys’’ inspired to service by cour- 
ageous patriotism, would return volun- 
tarily to the army when their leave of ab- 
sence had expired. 

In the provistonal congress, which met in 
Montgomery, no state was more ably rep- 
resented than Georgia, and Stephens, 
Toombs, the Cobbs, Hill, Bartow, Nesbit, 
etc., were respected and honored in those 
trying times, when the foundations of the 
new government were being laid: The 
mind of Mr. Stephens was fruitful of sug- 
gestions, his opinions matured by experi- 
ence and profound study were conservative, 
this heart was hopeful. He insisted that the 
north was aggressive, revolutionary, usurp- 
ing and that the south had been the true 
friend of the constitttion and the union of 
the fathers, and therefore that the changes 
should be as few, in name and substance, 
as the exigencies demanded, and that prin- 
ciples and language should be retained, as 
preventing misconstruction of our pu se 
and giving the best exposition of the char- 
acter of the new government. The two con- 
stitutions, the provisional and the perma- 
nent, were the old constitution of 1789, and 
the construction put upon that instrument 
by the wisest of the fathers and the ablest 
and most trusted of our statesmen. It was 
mainly through his exertions, seconded by 
the vigorous co-operation of his colleagues, 
Howell, Cobb and Toombs, that the consti- 
tution contained a partial recognition of 
that feature of the British system, which 
requires members of the cabinet to be mem- 
bers of the parliament. Members of the 
cabinet were allowed seats on the floor of 
congress, with the privilege of debate. 
These deputies would have assimilated our 
government, in this respect, more nearly 
with what obtains in England; but their 
associates were too conservative for any 
unnecessary departure from the compact of 
the federal union. It may be stated, here, 
that the innovation worked well, the chief 
difficulty being that it was too restricted in 
its o 

bulevine strenaiy in a parliamentary 
and representative government, Stephens re 
garded the rules of procedure of a delibera~ 
tive body as protective of the minority and 
designed to facilitate wise legislation. Like 
the system of pleading at common law, 
their object should be to eliminate extran- 
eous matter, simplify the issue and help to 
arrive at truth. He took much interest in 
parliamentary law, reported the rules adopt- 
ed by the provisional congress and was 
somewhat proud of the emendation of the 
complicated ‘‘previous question” by the sub- 
stitution of the simple “question” as appli- 
cable to the immediately pending proposi- 


tion, whether an « 


| more wisely and justly than the absotute 


despotism of thé old world. I never knew 
such an intense Georgian, so idolatrously 
devoted to his state, worshiping her with 
a loyalty which was pathetic and conta- 
gious. The trite saying of Calais being 
found stamped on the monarch’s heart af- 
ter her death illustrates the affection for 
the pride in Georgia of this noble man. 
Whenever I was in Atlanta while he was 
governor he insisted on my being his guest 
and when @ found him tm office or parior, 
wrapped in warm clothing, his distinct 
articulation had an additional resonance, 
his big eyes shone with new brightness and 
his sallow face would catch a kindling glow 
as he talked of his beloved Georgia, of her 
past glories, of her great men, of her no- 
ble women, of her achievements, of her 
boundless possibilities. Having seen and 
admired him in many positions, I prefer to 
think of him as like an inspired prophet he 
talked so raptuously of his worshiped 
mother. 

Social in his nature, loving human com- 
panionship, fond of talking, he was a cov- 
eted guest at many homes. During the 
war I passed several days with him in 
Danville, both being guests of a mutual 
friend temporarily residing in that city. 
Old and young gathered around him, minis- 
tering to his comfort and listening to his 
experiences and words of wisdom. He was 
fond of the table and enjoyed the good 
cooking which was such an accomplishment 
of many negro women in other days. He 
was not irritable ‘nor impatient, hated 
meanness and dissimulation and was un- 
willing to put hosts or servants to extra 
trouble. One peculiarity awakened curt- 
osity and comment of younger people—he 
insisted on having his bed so arranged as 
to conform to the magnetic currents which 
were supposed to be in the line of north 
and south,

rectly informed as to person’s et«nding 
inquired about with the Atlanta trade— 
speedily and without the loss of vuty rruch 
of his own time.

But if for any 
special reason one. member desires a per- 
sonal talk with any contributor to the re- 
port he may do so by referring tv his! 
card, which is furnished eata member, 
each card containing a full list of names 
which is given on the regular :eport, des- 
ignated by numbers.

Let the Big Farmers Lead. 

Editor Constitution—I have real with 
much pleasure several intelligently writ- 
ten communications from prominent farm- 
ers, suggesting ghanges in methods of 
farming, which, if put in practice, would 
unquestionably ameliorate the condition of 
farmers throughout the south. These gen- 
tlemen, however, are only repeating pre- 
cepts which have for years been put in 
print, and which for years have been ig- 
noread by farmers for several reasons, two 
of which I will mention. First, the farm- 
ers as a class are not readers, hex<e the 
most sensibly written treatise upon farm- 
ing will never catch their eye, much less 
their practice. Second, many-of your cor- 
respondents are large land owners, who 
annually rent out their lands to tenants 
who sign a contract to pay so many pounds 
of cotton, which agreement compels them 
to put in nearly every acre in tnat crup 
in order to be able to pay the rent,. and 
also in order to get supplies with which 
to run the farm. 

Now, it occurs to me that as “‘example is 
more effective than precept,”” why co not 
these advocates of intensive farminz, or 
raising all suppiles on the farm, ¢ic., set 
the example and let their neignbors see 
what can be accomplished? 

The advocates of reform can write vwvcl- 
umes upon the subject “of less cotton,’’ 
but their wisdom in words is thrown to 
the winds. Demonstrate their opinions 
by action. 

In the eastern section of North Carolina, 
when tobacco was first introduced as a 
possible substitute for cotton, many farm- 
ers started in to make tobacco witht any 
practical knowledge, the consequence was, 
in most cases, signal failure. The Lght 
broke upon them and they decided to 
employ a practical tobacco farmer to in- 
struct them in the cultivation, curing and 
handling of this crop—each community had 
their man who showed them how ito pre- 
pare the plant bed, to set out the pisnts 
and to cultivate the crop, and, most itmport- 
ant, how to build their barns, cura and 
sell their crops—the result is suceess. Now 
I am not advocating the adoption of tcbac- 
co as a substitute for cotton, aa taat can 
be overdone very quickly also. But with 
ten months in which numberiess cro»s can 
be raised in the south, why should our 

rmers be ?

Washington, January 17.—The house today 
passed the naval personnel bill without 
division on the final passage, thus accom- 
plishing what the officers of the navy have 
striven for during more than a decade. By 


corps are welded into an amalgamated ‘line, 
Staff officers are given positive rank, but 
their command is limited to their own corps, 
and a system of voluntary and compulsory 
retirement on three-quarters’ pay of the 
next higher rank of forty officers a year is 
established, which is designed to remove 
the congestion in the lowest rank at forty- 
five. The bill also practically equalizes 
their pay with that of army officers. 

Three important amendments were adopt- 
ed; one. creates a judge advocates’ corps; 
another abolishes prize money, and a third 
provides for the retirement on three-quar- 
ters’ pay of enlisted men and petty officers 
in the navy after thirty years’ service. 

But the most important change in the 
bill as reported was the adoption, after a 
hard fight, of a substitute for the organiza- 
tion of the marine corps by which the corps 
is to consist of 6,060 enlisted men and petty 
officers with general officers and staff. This 
will increase the marine corps py 1,300 men, 
and increase the cost of its maintenance 
$1,500,000. Several unimportant bills were 
passed by unanimous consent before the 
personnel bill was taken up. The consid- 
eration of the Brown-Swanson contested 
election case from Virginia had been set 
for today, but was postponed until Thurs- 
day, in order that the house might proceed 
with the naval personne! bill. 

At the beginning of the session Mr. Mec- 
Cleary, republican, of Minnesota, on behalf 
of the banking and currency committee 
made a statement to the effect that the vote 
on the currency bill reported at the last 
session had been irregularly taken into *fie 
committee, and therefore asked that the 
bill be recommitted., 

‘"This does not mean that the biN is to be 
abandoned?” asked Mr. Richardson, demo- 
crat, of Tennessee. 

*“‘No, asilr.’’ 

“The other side has promised currency 
reform,’’ continued Mr. Richardson, “and 
I would like to know if the bill is again to 
be reported.” 

“T am neither a prophet nor the son of @ 
prophet,’’ responded Mr. McCleary. 

Mr. Mitchell, republican, of New York, 
explained that there had been some irregu- 
larity in the vote, and in order to avoid 
any show of unfairness to the opponents 
of the bill, this action had been decided 
upon.

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THE NICARAGUAN CANAL BILL. 


It Was Principal Matter Before the 
Senate Yesterday. 


Washington, January 17.—Almost the en- 
tire session of the senate today was devoted 
to consideration of’ the pending Nicaraguan 
canal bill. Speeches were made in support 
of the measure by Mr. Chiltou, of Texas, 
and Mr. Turner, of Washington, and in op- 
position to it by Mr. Spooner, of Wisconsin. 

At 3 o’clock consideration of the bill un- 
der the fifteen minute rule was begun, and 
was continued to the close of the session, 
The first vote reached was on an amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Rawlins, of Utah, 
which in brief, provided that the United 
States should have absolute control of the 
canal for litary and naval purposes, with 
power to dictate the use of the waterway 
during thé existence of war. The friends of 
the pending bill rallied against the amend- 
ment, an@ it was defeated by a decisive 
vote of 38 to 9%. 

A provision was inserted in the bill pro- 
viding that no more than $5,000,000 should 
be paid the maritime canal company for its 
concession and work already done on the 
canal. When adjournment was taken 4a 
sub-measure offered by Mr. Caffery, of 
Louisiana, for the construction of the canal 
by the United States, one feature of which 
is the direction to the president to secure 
the abrogation of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty, was before the senate. 

At 4:30 o'clock the senate went into ex- 
ecutive session, and at 65:35 o'clock ad- 
journed.

Now Franchise Not Yot Granted te the 
Consolidated. 
SOME. OBJECTIONS THAT ARISE 


Citizens on Gordon Street Want More 
| (Comditions Made. 


ATLANTA RAILWAY MAKES A KCK 


King & Spalding Present a Communi- 
« Cation to Mayor Woodward—The 
_»  Gonsolidated Begins Work. 


Yesterday developed another chapter in 
the differences between the “Consolidated 
and the Atlanta Street Railway Company. 
The action of council! in granting the Con- 
solidated new franchises on Lee, Gordon, 
Park, Hurt and Decatur streets and Edge- 
wood avenue has apparently aroused op- 
Position, not only from the Atlanta rail- 
way, but from a number of citizens liv- 
ing in West End, who wi!l oppose the 
€ranting, without conditions, of extensions 
in that neighborhood. 

Attorney Jack Spalding, for the Atlanta 
_Tailway, says he did not know that the 
Consolidated had asked for such extensions 
until he saw in yesterday's Constitution 
Where counril had granted them. He 
charges that the application was railroaded 
through council by the Consolidated—that 
the committee on electric and other rail- 
ways adopted the applications; that coun- 
cil passed them, and that the alde-manic 
board concurred all within the space of 
two or three hours Monday, without giv- 
ing him, or any one else that might went 
to oppose the extensions, an - opportunity 
to be heard. 

Mr. Spalding prepared a communiz:ation 
to Mayor Woodward yesterday morning 
protesting against his signing the crdi- 
nance giving the Consolidated the fran- 
chises. When notified by Mr. Spalding that 
the communicajtion would bs presented 
yesterday afternoon, Mayor Woodward 
agreed not to sign the paper until ‘all y-ar- 
ties interested were heard from. ‘The 
mayor has until Friday at midnight in 
which to affix his signature, and the Ccn- 
solidated cannot proceed until Mayor 
Woodward signs. 

Mr. Culberson called on Mayor Wood- 
ward yesterday afternoon and asked }{m 
not to sign the papers giving. the Consoli- 
dated the franchise on Lee street on ac- 
count of the lack of restrictions. A large 
number of citizens from Gordon street 
called on the mayor during the day for 
the same purpose. Many from Lee street 
favoring the extensions also called, want- 
ing the papers signed. 

Mayor Woodward announced late yester- 
day afternoon he would take no action un- 
til today. 

Meantime the Consolidated is going on 
with the work on Lee street. A large num- 
ber of polls, ties and rails were hauled 
there yesterday morning, and holes were 
dug for the posts yesterday «afternoon. 
The street was not broken. A repres2ata- 
tive of the Consolidated called on City 
Electrician Harper yesterday morning and 
asked for permission to erect poles on 
Lee street. Mr. Harper refused the per- 
mit on the grounds that he could not act 
until the mayor had sfened the ordinances. 

King & Spalding Protest. 
“The following protest from King & 
Spalding was filed with Mayor Woodward 
about 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon: 

“Atlanta, Ga., January 17, 1899.—To the 
Hon. James G. Woodward, Mayor of the 
City of Atlanta: The undersigned, a tax- 
payer and property owner of the city of 
Atlanta, and a renter from the city for a 
large rental of the use of Forsyth street 
bridge, and the grantee of the right to use 
the Mitchell street viaduct on certain con- 
ditions and for a large rent, respectfully 
protests against the approval of the fran- 
chises passed by the city council in favor 
of the Atlanta Consolidated Street Rail- 
way Company on Lee and Gordon streets 
and along Park street, and on Edgewood 
avenue, Hurt and Decatur streets. 


“The Atlanta Railway Company.is pay-. 


ing the cify $700 per annum for Forsyth 
street bridge. This is 5 per cent interest 
on $14,000. It has contracted to pay $500 
more for Mitchell street. In order to se- 
cure the building of the lines into the city 
‘Which are to use this bridge, the city has 
granted us the right to condemn the tracks 
of the Consolidated between Broad si:eet 
and Madison avenue on Mitchell street, ex- 
ercising a right reserved by it when it 
granted the right to electrically equip 
and double track Mitchell street. The 
Consolidated is now defying tre city and 
refusing to obey this ordinance, repu@iat- 
Ing this plain reservation. Will the city 
grant it other franchises while it is in 
this attitude of deflance? No court will 
hear @ suitor on the simplest matter, a6 
long“as he is in contempt of iis order. 
and surely no public body can establish 
such a precedent as that it can de defied 
and disobeyed, and that its’ defier whi.e 
so apting can be gratuitously granted 
further favors. Such action invites fur- 
ther disobedience and contempt from the 
Consolidated. 

“Again, the city owes justice to all situ- 
ated alike. It is manifest injustice for the 
city to exact one set of conditions from the 
Atlanta Railway Company and relieve the 
Consolidated from them. 

“As to transfers, we wish to correct a 
false impression prevailing. 

“The courts have never held that the 
city could not couple its consent to grant 
further franchises with the requirement 
that the Consolidated should, if accepting 
them, agree to give transfers. The law is 
piain that this can be done. All that was 
decided Was that the city had not hereto 
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| nances as to supervision of 
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| fore made any such condition, and that she 


had no charter power to force transfers in 
grants accepted by the Consolidated.

The remaining regiments of the army 
corps stationed at Huntsville, Ala., form- 
erly in command of Major General Wheel- 
er, have been transferred to the command 
of the department of the gulf. The com- 
mands remaining at Auntsville are the 
Tenth United States cavalry, sixteenth in- 
fantry, Second cavalry and five troops of 
the Fifth cavalry. 

With the order transfering. these regi- 
ments to the department of the gulf came 
an order for the removal of the Tenth cav- 
airy to the army camps in Texas, along the 
Rio Grande river. Transportation for the 
regiment is being arranged by Colonel 
Simpson, of the department, and the men 
will leave their present camp for the west 
in the course of a few days. Among the 
river posts in Texas the Tenth cavalry will 
take the place of the troops of the Third 
Texas volunteers, the command now wait- 
ing to be mustered out. 

Since the reorganization of the army 
corps that have been stationed in the ter- 
ritory of the department of the guif, the 
separate commands have not been under 
the control of the department, since their 
commanders outranked the commanding 
general of the department. The regiments 
at Huntsville are among the first troops of 
the corps to be placed in command of the 
department. 

The Sixteenth infantry at Huntsville is 
designed for foreign service and will remain 
at its present camp unti] the orders for 
its movement are issued, The Second cav- 
alry is in readiness to leaye at @ moment s 
notice for Cuba, six troops of the command 
going to Matanzas and six to Cienfuegos. 

The headquarters of the Tenth cavalry in 
Texas will be at Houston, where several of 
the troops will be stationed, the remainder 
being apportioned out to the camps near 
the Mexican border.

SHORT STORIES CULLED 
IN CITY HALL CORNERS 


The report of the executive committee a 
the water board on the advisability of tle 
city bringing suit against the Anniston Pipe 
Works for alleged fraud on the city, will 
be presented to the board this afternoon 

The report will advise council in emphatic 
terms to bring the suit at once againg the 
pipe works before such a suit is barred by 
the statute of limitations. The evidepce of 
McClure, of Chattanooga, the form@ em- 
ployee of one of the companies of the Ala- 
bama pipe trust, will be the basis of the 
case against the Anniston Pipe Werks, in 
case the general council decides ® bring 
action against the company for alleged 
fraud. 

The evidence of McClure was taken some 
time ago under the impression, #0 he has 
stated, that jhe was to receive a part of the 
money recovered from the pipe company 
and while no contract was mad with him 
by the city, according to the members of 
the water board, the city attomey has ex- 
pressed the opinion that his claim is a valid 
one. 

It is believed that if the city brings suit 
it will be for the reason that a suit with 
McClure as the plaintiff is sought to be 
avoided, as practically little damages can 
got out of the Anniston Pipe Works. 

The bill for the piping done by the com- 
pany was under $4,000, but the evidence of 
McClure goes to show thatthe price which 
was an unusual one, so his testimony states, 
was shared by the other companies in the 
trust, some of whom bid against the Annis- 
ton Pipe Works for the contract. 

It is the recommendation of the city at- 
torney that the suit be brought at once in 
the federal court at Birmingham, Ala., 
where the company can be reached by law. 

At the meeting of the water board this 
afternoon the report of the excutive com- 
mittee, the members of which are Judge 
George Hillyer, Mr. Howell Erwin and 
President Harrison, will be read and adopt- 
ed. The board, it is thought, will recom- 
mend strongly to council that the suit be 
brought and every indication points to the 
fact that the city will begin the action 
against the Anniston Pipe Works before the 
beginning of the summer. 


The records of the city building inspector 
show a large increase in the amount of 
money put in dwelling and business houses 
up to the present time compared with the 
same date last year.

George W. Franklin Crashed te Death at 
Southern Agricultural Works. 


CLOTHING CAUGHT IN COGS 


Was Taken to the Hospital, Where He 
Lived Half an Hour. 


CORONER MAY HOLD INQUEST TODAY 


Boy Was Standing Near Gear Wheel 
When the Accident Occurred. 
Gave Cry of Pain. 


George W. Franklin, a fourteen-year-old 
white boy, was “caught in the gear wheel 
machinery at the Southern Agricultural 
Works, 420 Marietta street, about 3 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, and was 80 badly 
crushed that he died half an hour later. 

Franklin had been working at what is 
known as the shears, where the steel is 
cut, For some reason, it is said, he went 
near the gear or fly-wheel yesterday after- 
noon, and while standing by the center of 
the wheel his coat was caught between the 
cogs and he was drawn in and crushed. 
He gave one cry of pain and as quickly as 
possible the machinery was stopped and 
the injured boy taken out and placed on a 
cot. 

The ambulance was sent for and the lad 
was sent to the hospital, where medical at- 
tention could be given him at once. After 
reaching the hospital he lived a few min- 
utes and breathed his last without ever 
speaking. It was thought when he was 
being moved that he might die in the am- 


bulance. 
How the boy got his clothing caught or 


why he was standing so near the wheel no_ 


one at the agricultural works could say. 
All the workmen were busy at the time 
and ne one was noticing the Loy, and it 
was not known that he was near the gear 
wheel until his cry of pain was heard. 

The physicians at the Grady hospital say 
that the boy’s body was badly crushed and 
that they knew at once there was no 
chance for his recovery. 

When first taken from the gear wheel 
cogs, the boy was conscious and asked 
those who lifted him not to hurt him any 
more than was necessary. He said he knew 
he was going to die, and sent word to his 
parents not to grieve about him. He closed 
his eyes and was unconscious when the 
ambulance arrived. 

The jad’s home was at No. 322 Chestnut 
street, where he lived with hig fafher, Mr. 
J. W. Franklin, who is a well-to-do me- 
chanic. 

The coroner will make an investigation 
thig morning and decide whether or not 
an inquest is necessary.

SPEECH BY COLONEL MARSHALL 


The Eminent Baltimore Lawyer Will 
Make .a Talk on the Great 
‘Virginian. — 


‘The celebration this year in Atlanta of 
the natal day of Robert E. Lee will be more 
extensive, probably, than ever before. The 
honors that are to be done the memory of 
the great confederate captain will be purely 
civic, and largely ixgdividual. 

The schools of the city, as usual, will be 
closed. And today, as is also usual, exer- 
cises in commemoration of the birth of 
the general will be held by all the school 
children. These exercises, as a rule, will 
be ent:rely informal. No programmes 
have been arranged, the matter having 
been left in the hands of the principals of 
the various institutions, who, in turn, have 
asked the teachers of the various grades 
to observe simply such ceremonies as would 
seem to be fitting. 

An exception to this general rule, how- 
ever, is the Boys’ High school. Professor 
William M. Slaton, the principal, yesterday 
visited each room in the building, and made 
the pupils an address upon the life of him 
who is said to have been the most perfect 
character in modern history. Professor 
Slaton told the boys how Lee was esteemed 
as one of the purest and noblest of men, by 
northerners and southerners alike—how 
the world ranked ‘his military genius, as 
shown by the opinion of the commander-in- 
chief of the armies of Great Britain, Gen- 
eral Sir Lord Wolsey, who said that he 
was the greatest general America ever pro- 
ducer. Professor Slaton referred to the 
lecture delivered here by Pofessor Andrews, 
of Chicago, in which that distinguished pub- 
lic man and educator eulogized the Vir- 
ginian as one of the grandest characters 
earth has ever seen. In conclusion, Pro- 
fessor Slaton read the following famous 
extract from a speech by the iate Senator 
Hill: 

“He was a foe without hate; a friend 
without treachery; a soldier without cruel- 
ty; a victor without oppression and a victim 
without murmuring. He was a public offi- 
cer without vices; a private citizen without 
wrorg; a neighbor without reproach; a 
Christian without hypocrisy, and a man 
without guile. He was Caesar without his 
ambition; Frederick without his tyranny; 
Napoleon without his selfishness, and Wash- 
ington without his reward. 

‘tHe was obedient to authority as a ser- 
vant, and royal in authority as a true King. 
He was gentle as a woman in life, and 
modest and pure as a virgin in thought; 
watchful as a Roman vestal in duty; sub- 
missive to law as Socrates, and grand in 
battle as Achilles!” 

He then called for volunteers who would 
agree to memorize it, and repeat it in unison 
with him this morning. The appeal was 
first made in the third grade. Every boy 
in the class—forty-five—the largest in the 
history of the school—instantly responded. 
And in all the other grades the pupils like- 
wise universally agreed to do so, 

Colonel Charles Marshall, of ‘Baltimore, 
is to deliver an address at the Young Men’s 
Christian Association tomorrow afternoon 
upon the life and character of General Lee. 
And it is expected that this will prove the 
most striking feature of the day. 

Mr. Marshall was a member of General 
Lee’s staff throughout the entire war, and 
is probably more intimately acqlainted 
with the character of the dead leader than 
any other living man, 

He is in possession-of many bits of in- 
teresting history which have never been 
made public, and which it will be a treat 
to Lee’s admirers to hear. Mr. Marshall, 
too, is distinguished above all the bar of 
Baltimore for eloquence, and elegance of 
speech, and aside from the historical and 
sentimental value of the lecture, it will be 
remembered for its own intrinsic worth. 

Mr. Marshall comes to this city as the 
guest of the .Virginia Society, and the ad- 
dress will be under the auspices of that 
organization. 

The banquet to be held tomorrow night 
at the Kimball house will also be given by 
members of the society. Upon this oe- 
casion Colonel Marshall will talk upon “‘Lee 
and Virginia.’ Governor Candler, Mayor 
Woodward, Hon. Clark Howell and Hon. 
Hoke Smith will also make speeches. 

Tomorrow afternoon, between the hours 
of 4 and 6 o'clock, the Robert E. Lee So- 
ciety will tender, at the home of its presi- 
dent, Mrs. W. L. Peel, a reception to the 
Virginia Society and its guests. 

The Daughters of the Confederacy will 
also give a reception during the same hours 
at the Woman’s Club, in the Grand. All 
admirers of General Lee are invited to at- 
tend, confederate veterans especially.

New York, January 17.—Once more Dixon

The knock-out came in the shape of a left 
swing in the stomach, which crushed the 
wind out of the latest arrival among the 
pugilistic fraternity in this country. Pluto 
was heralded as a world-beater by his 
friends, but although he is very clever in 
defensive work and undoubtedly game, he 
Was never dangerous. 

Although Dixon cannot hit as hard as 
formerly hiq wonderful cleverness still 
stands to him and it looks now as if he will 
be able to hold his own against all comers 
for a long time to come.

A FRANCO-GERMAN ALLIANCE.

This Is Talked of and Is Approved in 
Certain Quarters. 

Paris, January 17.—-Ever since the much- 
discussed conference in Berlin on January 
8th between Emperor William and the 
Marquis de Noailles, French ambassador to 
Germany, a section of the French press 
has heen actively discussing the noss*bilitv 
of a Franco-German alliance. The idea is 
meeting with approval in certain quarters, 
now that Frenchmen have come to regard 
Engiand, rather than Germany, as the 
national enem-». 

Le Soir publishes today some alleged 
conversations of the late Prince Bismarck 
during the closing years of his life, accord- 
ing to which his dream was to found a 
colonial empire. Fearing, however, that 
this would alarm British interests, he de- 
termined to force France into colonial en- 
terprise, hoping thereby to embroil]l her 
With Great Britain and to drive her into 
the arms of Germany and Russia. This 
new tr.ple alliance Bismarck believed 
wouli force England to draw back and to 
allow Germany to establish cdonies in 
complete security. . 

This exposition of Bismarckiag policy, 
‘says Ie Soir, explains the whole secret of 
the present attitude of Germany. 


FILTHY CONDITION OF HAVANA. 


General Ludlow Writes a Letter to the 
Ex-Mayor. 

Havana, January 17.—Some idea ot the 
conditions here in Havana and of thérea] 
magnitude of the work before the milhary 
administration can be gathered from a 
letter sent recently by Major General Iad- 
low, military governor of the departmmt- 
of Havana, to the late mayor, Marqtjs 
d’Estebana, in reply to a letter complaining 
that certain United States staff officers hai 
been operating in the mayoralty sphert 
without consulting him. General Ludlow 
Says in part: 

“You must admit, however, that the city 


of Havana is in a deplorable condition. The 
Spaniards have left it bankrupt, unable to 
pay its employees, who have lacked their 
Salaries for many. months. The prisons, 
asylums and homes for the destitute are 
without supplies, food or medicine. The 
sanitary condition is frightful. Almost in- 
conceivable abuses exist which are a con- 
tinuing menace to the health of the city. 

“The Spaniards have left Havana with 
scarcely an attribute of modern civilization 
and practically in the sanitary condition of 
a city two centuries ago. For the time be- 
ing, Havana, as well ag the island, is in a 
helpless and destitute condition. 

“The retiring Spanish authorities have 
pillaged almost every public building des- 
tined for use, stripping all of everything of 
value with a few exceptions, and leaving 
behind only the accumulated filth of gen- 
erations.” 

In concluding his letter, General Ludlow 
invited the marquis to join him in measures 
tending to amelioate the deplorable condi- 
tions under which Havana suffers, . 


WANT MINISTRY IMPEACHED. 


Mction of Herr Funke and His Friends 
Is Turned Down. 

Vienna, January 17.—The reichsrath re- 
assembled today. Herr Funke and His 
friends made a motion impeaching the 
whole ministry on account of the adminis- 
trative decrees regarding the provisional 
budget and the ausglesich. 

When a motion was made to pay a tribute 
of respect to Count Jules von FalkKenhayn, 
the former minister of agriculture, who 
died last week, the members of the German 
people’s and progressist parties left the 
house amid rightist cries of “‘shame.”’ 

A motion to make the impeachment of 
the ministry the sole business of the house 
on Thursday was defeated by a vote of 165 
to 101. after which the house adjourned 
until Thursday. ee 


THE SITUATION IN MANILA. 


Aguinaldo Is Holding His Forces in 
Check with Difficulty. 

New York, January 17.—A dispatch to The 
Herdld from Hong Kong says: The Her- 
ald’s ‘Manila correspondent reports a strict 
censorship upon C¢spatchies. The latest 
advices, dated January 13th, state that the 
situation in the Philippines is still acute, 
Asuinaldo is holding his force in check 
with difficulty and the natives have been 
arrested for smuggling arms into the wall- 
edcity. ©n one occasion a coffin was found 
full of arms. 7 

The position of the Americans is very 
unpleasant. Their Spanish prisoners are 
unfriendly, and the hostile natives are nu- 
merous and well armed, both inside and 
outside of Manila.

The annual banquet of the board of di- 
rectors of the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation and the election of officers for 
the ensuing year was held at the building 
last night. 

Colonel W. A. Hemphill was chosen 
president; J. Frank Beck, first vice presi- 
deat: F. J. Paxon, second vice president; 
J. W. Wills, secretary. D. E. Luther, gen- 
. eral] secretary; W. C. Lowe, assistant secc- 
retary, and A. G. Villee, physical director, 
were all elected to succeed themselves. 

The election of officers was preceded, as 
is customary, by a banquet. The occasion 
this year was particulariy enjoyable, the 
toasts being unusually fine, and the supper 
inviting.

The substance of these toasts are em- 
braced in General Secretary Luther's re- 
port, which will be gubmitted today. 

Secretary Luther says, in this document, 
by way of introduction, that the associa- 
tion has much to be grateful for, and has 
scored triumphs enough during the past 
year to encourage all persons interested in 
its work to work with redoubled efforts for 
the upbuildite of the young men of this 
city. 

He says that nearly twelve thousand men 
have attended the various religious meet- 
ings held during the past year. Out of this 
number more than five hundred have asked 
for prayer, seventy-one have professed 
faith in the Christ, and 133 have signed 
cards promising to lead better lives. These 
figures, however, he adds, do not give an 
adequate idea of the efficiency of the spir- 
itual work really done by the association. 
That work can only be appreciated, he 
declares, ‘“‘by those of us who have labored 
from day to day, and have talked and 
worked among.these men.”’ | ; 

In regard to the educational department, 
Mr. Luther says that it is the least de- 
veloped feature of the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association work. ‘‘Nevertheless,”’ he 
continues, “in the fall and winter of 1897 
and 1897 bookkeeping, stenography and me- 
chanical drawing were taught. Many young 
men availed themselves of the privileges 
given them, and those who were faithful 
made fine improvement. This fall in ad- 
dition to the studies above mentioned, 
French, Spanish, electricity and vocal music 
are being taught, at absolutely no expense 
to the members, except the small cost of 
their books. Over two hundred men regis- 
tered in the different classes. Many of them 
are prominent young men in their different 
professions. Many are clerks and mechan- 
ics, etc., who are thankful for the oppor- 
tunities thus offered them, and who could 
not get this help in any other way. Many 
of the young men have been promoted by 
their employers, and doubled their earning 
capacity. 

“It is not uncommon to have a hundred 
men in attendance upon the different classes 
in a single night. The committee has taken 
great pains in ‘securing teachers, and each 
class is conducted by a specialist in his 


line. 
In the Gymnasium. 

Around the gymnasium, says Mr. Luther, 
hovers much of the interest in the associa- 
tion, and it is today, for the first time in 
the history of the association, doing legiti- 
mate association work, 

There have been 372 gymnasium classes 
held during the past year. One hundred and 
forty-one physical examinations have been 

_made, the attendance in the gymnasium 
reached a total of 17,594, and 39,000" baths 

were taken during 1898. 

(Mr. Iwther recapitulating the entertain- 
ment features of the past year in his report 
shows that ten lectures and concerts were 
given, and at absolutely no cost to the as- 
sociation. Indeed, they paid for themselves, 
and made a profit besides. He adds, how- 
ever, that in view of the fact of the exist- 
ence of the Atlanta Lecture Association 
and the- Atlanta Concert Association, he 

| thinks it would be unwise for the Young 
Men's Christian Association, to try and 
conduct a “‘star’’ course. 

The social features of the past year, con- 
sisting of receptions, etc., were great suc- 
cesses in every instnace. The New Year's 
reception was attended by over a thousand 
ene, Eom the fall opening, held in Oc- 
tober, ‘attracted some 1,20¢ visitors; and the 
“at home” held on Thanksgiving night 
nn 
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Who Was Elected President of the Young Men’s Christian Associ- 
ation Last Night. 
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brought about 800 people. Three days dur- 
ing the conferedate reunion the association 
kept open house, and hundreds of men took 
advantage of the privileges of the building. 

The hospitalities culminated in a grand 
reception, attended by an immense throng 
of people. 

Secretary Luther congratulates the asso- 
ciation upon the financial showing made 
during the past year. Two-thirds of the 
cost of the entire work was paid for by 
members, and the association would have 
closed the year free from debt had it not 
been for the fact that it was behind when 
the year began. 

More than $1,000 was expended during 
the past year for repairs. 

The increase in membership for the year 
was 259 members over the year “preceding. 
Eight hundred and seventy-five tickets were 
issued, but some of the members dropped 
out. 

The Ladies’ Auxiliary. 

The ladies’ auxiliary, under the leadership 
of Mrs. I. 9. Mitchell, has accomplished a 
great work, says Mr. Luther. Through 
its efforts the walls of the entire second 
floor, except the gospel room, have been 
repapered, the wood work cieaned.and oiled, 
new Jinoleum Jald on the floor of the read- 
ing room, beth parlors have been newly 
carpeted, handsome new draperies hung on 
the doorways, and other improvements ef- 
fected, representing in all a cost of nearly 
a thousand dollars. 

“a review of the entire situation,” says 
the generad secretary, “shows plainly that 
the young men of Atlanta, and the bus- 
iness men. are willing to support the work 
when a progressive work is being made, 
and a broader work than ever should be 
planned ‘for’ this year.”

He expresses the belief 
that if these improvements are made, $6,000 
can be collectd from members this year, 
and $6,000 easily raised. by subscription, 
making a total which wil! suffice for the 
whole work and more besides.

Central of Georgia Set the Example by 
Voluntarily Reducing Its Charges. 


OTHER ROADS ARE BROUGHT INT@™ LINE 


The Southern Express Is Allowed To 
Charge 50 Per Cent More, as 
It Delivers Freight. 


The state railroad commission revised its 
milk and butter tariffs yesterday, making 
reductions in or@er to help the dairying in- 


terests in the state. 
Complaints were made to the commission 


some weeks ago and at the previous meet- 
ing of the board representatives of the 


dairymen and the express company were 
heard. The railroads did not send repre- 


sentatives to either meeting. 


commissioners that the express company 
was getting about half a cent a pound for 
carrying butter 100 miles, and the railroads 
were getting less, while the dairymen sold 
their butter for from 20 cents to 2 cents 
a pound and the retailers added five or six 
cents to the price they had to pay. In some 
instances, the railroads were carrying but- 
ter 100 miles for half a cent a pound and 
the retailers were taking it in at their back 
doors and sending it out the front doors at 
five cents profit per pound, 

The Central railroad, in particular, has 
been trying to encourage dairying, and sev- 
eral months ago voluntarily reduced its 
rates on both milk and butter. The policy 
of that road is to get the farmers within 
forty or fifty miles of the larger cities tp 
supply their home markets with butter and 
milk. Atlanta, Macon, Augusta and the 
other cities in the state, buy quantities of 
butter every week from Tennessee and Illi- 
nois. Thousands of dollars go out of this 
state every weck for dairy producta which 
could be furnished here at home. 

In making their new tariffs, the commis- 
sioners followed rather closely the rates 
charged on the Central. That is, all the 
railroads are put in the same class, so far 
as milk and butter are concerned, 

The express company is allowed to charge 
50 per cent additional. The express company 
will return milk empties free and Will 
charge not more than five cents for return- 
ing butter empties, which weigh less than 
100 pounds. Nothing was said about the 
railroads returning empties. They usually 
return milk empties free, however,

It turns 
out that they were not like the river, never 
to run by; it looks as though they had run 
by. Certainly they have shown a very 
marked diminution of late, so marked as to 
Suggest that the permanent and perpen- 


dicular falling off su long predicted had 


come at last. If they continue on the pres- 
ent comparatively small scale for a week 


or so longer there will undoubtedly have 


to be a very material modification of crop 
estimates. 

It matters littl whether Mr. Neill sticks 
to his high figures or not. It is signifi- 
cant that a bearisin circular emanating from 
this source during the pest week fell flat. 
No one person monopolizes the information 
as to the size of this crop, and it is enough 
for the average member of. the trade to 
know that public opinion inclines to a re- 
duction of estimates rather than to a main- 
tenance of figures once deemed absolutely 
certain. It is enough for the man who 
desires simply to ‘ascertain the facts to 
know that shrewd observers, who once in- 
clined to the opinion that the crop was ful- 
ly 12,000,000 bales, are now disposed to reduce 
that estimate fully half a million; that 
some, too, who once thought the yield would 
be 11,500,000, are now inclined to think that 
they may have to reduce their figures to 
those of last year, 11,200,000. Still others 
who have thought all along that it Was not 
over 1,000, have latterly been confirmed 
in that impression, even if they have not 
begun to consider the advisability of shad- 
ing these figures; and the world’s consump- 
tion of American cotton may reach 10,700,000 
bales. The representative of one of our 
New York houses, who has just returned 
from the south, takes the ground that the 
indications int to a crop of 10,730,000 to 
11,000,000 bales; that the decrease will be 
most marked in the Atlantic states: fhat 
the total for Texas and the Indian Terri- 
tory will hardly exceed 3,650,000; that there 
is some ungathered cotton in nearly all of 
the cotton-growing states, but that whether 
the bulk of tt wil] be picked or not depends 
upon weather conditions. 

Bib exports continue; 
rising; there is talk of cutting down the 
acreage, which may amount to something 
during the coming season; cotton goods are 
advancing; the state of trade in these 
fabrics in Europe is excellent; Liverpool’s 
spot sales are from 12,000 to 15,000 bales a 
day: the phenomenal activity at the New 
York stock exchange continues: outside 
buying of coton is persistent, and the specu- 
lation this year promise to be the largest 
for some years past, and cotton is still 
cheap.

Former Assistant Cashier of Atlanta 
National Bank Passed Away in 
Charleston Yesterday. 

Belton O. Kennedy, until recently assist- 
ant cashier of the Atlanta National bank, 
died in Charleston yesterday morning at 1 

o’clock.

Early’ h 
January it was known that he was hope- 
lessly ill, and at the meeting of the Atlapta 
National bank directors his resignation of 
the assistant cashiership was regretfilly 
accepted, and a successor elected. 

The news of his demise has cast a profound 
sorrow over his old co-workers, with whom 
he was exceedingly popular.

Test Case Made ‘Was Unsuecessfal in 
Court Yesterday. 


R. M. ROSE\ FOUND GUILTY 


Other Persons Indicted Plead Guilty 
_ to the Charge. 


CASE WILL 60 TO THE SUPREME COURT 


It Is Claimed an Election Day Is 
Ended as Soon as Ballot Boxes 
Are Closed. 


—— 


R. M. Rose was convicted of selling 
intoxicating and malt liquors on an elec- 
tion day. within two miles of an election 
precinct yesterday in the Fulten criminal 
court. J. H. Spillman. W. A. Long, Jo- 
seph Jacobs, W. P. Avary, E. H. Carroll 
and Henry Potts pleaded guilty to the 
same offense a8 soon as the verdict against 
Mr. Rose was read by the solicitor. Th: 
gases will be appealed ‘to the supreme 
court at once. Judge Candler delayed the 
sentence of the court for two days and 


will pass upon the degree of punishment 
on Thursday morning. 

The verdict of the jury yesterday was 
the result of the test cases whi were 
made on January 7th, when a umber 
of wholesale and retail whisky houses of 
the city opened their doors and sold in- 
toxicating liquors on the same day on 
which there wag an election. The coors 
were not opened, however, unfil the ballot 
boxes had been closed. 

The defense set up by Attorney Thod 
Hammond and Hamilton Douglas in justi- 
fication of the act of the defendants was 
that the stores and saloons were not opened 
until after the election had passed and it 
was night time. Another ground was 
that no legal election had been Leld be- 
cause no registration list was used. 

The trial of the question whether the sa- 
loon men had a right to open their places 
of business attraeted much aftention. So- 
licitor Hill had all the indictments before 
him, but the one against R. M. Rose was 
taken up first. The counsel for the de- 
fendants and the solicitor agreed on the 
facts in the case. It wag understood that 
the houses were opened and intoxicating 
liquors were sold between the hours of 6 
and 9 o’clock in the evening. 

Judge Landrum was the only witness. He 
testified under the questioning by § Solici- 
tor Hill that he held an election on the 
day named. He gaid that the polls were 
opened and he had administered the oath 
to managers and clerks. He told of the 
candidates who were running for the con- 
stables’ places in his district and of the 
number of votes cast. 

Mr. Thod Hammond cross-questioned the 
witness. He asked him if any régistration 
list was used. Judge Landrum answered 
“No.”” Mr. Hammond asked if the justice 
did not try some cases on the day on 
which the election was held. Judge Lan- 
drum stated that he did, and Mr. Ham- 
mond said that if Judge Landrum was 
holding an election he should not have 
engeged in customary court business. Judge 
Candler held that this was immateria] evi- 
dence, but let the testimony go in as a 


| part of the record. 


The counsel for the defendants gave to 
the court a statement of facty upon which 
they asked. that the jury be Charged. This 
statement was to the effect that if the 
jury thought the day of election was ended 
as soon as he ballot boxes were closed, 
then the defendants were not guilty of 
any offense. Judge Candler refused to 
charge the jury on this ground, but stated 
to the jury that if it thought, beyond a 
reasonable doubt, that the saloons and 
wholesale houses opened their doors on the 
night in question and gold intoxicating 
liquors it should find the defendants guilty. 

The jury was out but a ‘Short time be- 
fore the verdict was refurn-ed finding R. 
M. Rose guilty of selling liquors on an 
election day. , 

The indictments against Joseph Thomp- 
son, Frank Potts and G. W. Mederis were 
quashed, ag these parties were out of the 
city on the day the saloons were opened 
and had no knowledge of the affair. 

Counsel for the defendant asked Judge 
Candler to suspend sentence until tomor- 
row morning in order that a few facts 
might be submitted to the court, regard- 
ing the situation, — it is presumed in 
extenuation of the offense Judge Candler 
complied with the request. The cases were 
made ag test cases and not in defiance of 
the law. As soon as the cases can be 
taken to the supreme court and argument 
made, a final decision will b2 rendered. 

The principal involved is whether the law 
recognizes any part of a day. It is held 
by the attorneys for the defendants that 
the “day of election,’ as defined in the 
Georgia law, lis ended when the polis 
close.

COMMITS SUICIDE 


Joseph Menko Shot Himself in. Mobile 
Yesterday. 


HIS MIND WAS UNBALANCED 


Had Gone There To Be Treated by 
Special Physicians. 


HAS TRIED T@ KILL HIMSELF BEFORE 


Menko’s Reason Had Been Unsound 
for Nearly Two Years—He Left 
Atlanta January Sth. 


Joseph Menko committed suicide in a 
hotel at Mobile, Ala., yesterday morning 
by shooting himself with a pistol. He 
left Atlanta Saturday, January 8th, to be 
treated by special physicians for a mental 
malady. Once before he had attempted sul- 
cide in Atlanta, and was sent to a sani- 
tarium in New York. 

At 10 o'clock yesterday morning he ar- 
rived in Mobile and registered at the South- 
ern hotel as “J. McGovern, Birmingham, 
Ala.” He was assigned to room 17. He or- 
dered a drink, which was sent to him. Ten 
minutes later a shot was heard in his 
room and dis door was found locked on 
the inside. A clerk gained admittance 
through a window and he found Menko 
dying upon a bed with a bullet hole 
through his left breast and near the heart. 
The dying man never spoke and lived only 
a few minutes after he was discovered. 

On a table he had left a slip of paper 
upon which was written: | 

“Notify Drs, Bondurant and Inge. They 
will take care of me.” 

The doctors mentioned were notified and 
they stated they had received a letter from 
Menko’s relatives in Atlanta asking them 
to take Menko in charge upon his arrival 
and give him what treatment they thought 
to be necessary. 

There is said to be a man in Birmingham 
by the name of McGovern, whose name 
Menko had assumed. Why he did this is 
not known, as there was no reason for him 
to keep his identity a secret and the act 
can only be ascribed to his disordered 
brain. 

For nearly two years Menko’s mind had 
been beiieved to be unbalanced. About a 
year ago he attempted suicide in this 
city at the Atlanta hotel by swallowing 
poison. He was sent to a sanitarium in 
New York, where he remained ten months, 
réturning to Atlanta the first of last De- 
cember. During the month of December he 
remained at his home. His conditio did 
not seem to be improved and it wasgseer 
that he,was getting worse. His relatives 
thought it best to place him under the tare 
of physicians and he was sent to Mo- 
bile. 

Menko was thirty-five years of age and 
unmarried. He had lived in Atlanta al 
of his life and had many relatives in th 
city. 

It is said his mental break down was 
due to overwork, as he was always vigor- 


ous and tireless in his efforts to accomplish | 


anything that he undertook. He is said to 
have been entirely irresponsible for his 
rash act of self-destruction. 

His mother left for Mobile last night. 
Arrangements for the funeral will not be 
made until her arrival in Mobile.

The bond of Orth H; Stein was forfeited 
in open court yesterday morning. Stein, the 
editor of the late Looking Glass, was 
charged with carrying concealed weapons.

Mr. Stein had an alter- 
cation with Judge John D. Berry, in the 
dinning room of the Kimball house, one 
evening and in the fisticuff, it is said, a 
pistol fell from Stein’s pocket.

HUSBAND SECURES THE TITLE. 


Jury Renderei Decision in Judge 
Lumpkin’s Couft Yesterday In- 
‘volving Illegal Marriage. 

The jury rendered a verdict in favor of 
the plaintiff in the Albert vs. Albert case, 
in Judge Lumpkin’s court, yesterday. Tihe 
parties in the case were negroes, but the 
allegations were interesting. Almita 
Jinks-Gibbs-Albert married her last hus- 
band, Albert, several] years ago, claiming 

that her husband, Gibbs, was dead. 

Soon after the ceremony, husband Albert 
deeded all his property to ther. In a 
short time after this she announced to her 
husband Albert that she had a living hus- 
band by the name of Gibbs. Albert took 
several days to recover from the shock 
of this announcement, and then filed sult 
for the recovery of the property he had 
deeded to his supposed legal wife. 

The wife denied afterwards that her 
husband Gibbs was living. When the in- 
vestigation by the court commenced, 
Gibbs was produced by the plaintiff, Al- 
bert. The wife testified that Jinks was 
dead, and this proved to be true. When 
Gibbs was placed on the stand he said 
he could not swear that the defendant 
was his wife. He said he thought the 
woman he married was a little darker in 
color. Gibbs said he could not state how 
many brothers and sisters he had. The 
wife, however, said ‘hat the man she 
married had several sisters and_ brothers. 
She said she had never seen the alleged 
husband Gibbs and did not believe he 
was the man she married by that name, 

The jury held that Gibbs was the law- 
ful husband and that Albert, as the mar- 
riage was illegal, was entitled to his real 
estate. The jury found in favor of the 
defendant wife in the sum of $47.
